Surgical  Clinics. 

Our  surgical  clinics  are  among  the  largest  of  any  col- 
lege ;  are  given  daily  from  1 :00  to  5 :00  p.  m.,  and  offer  the 
best  possible  opportunity  of  learning  the  various  diseases 
of  the  Oral  Cavity.  Being  situated  opposite  the  City's 
Public  Hospital  and  adjoining  the  Atlanta  Medical  College, 
we  have  referred  to  us  the  largest  and  most  varied  amount 
of  clinical  material  of  possibly  any  college  in  the  country. 

Our  Surgical  Amphitheater. 

In  this  connection  we  take  pleasure  in  calling  special 
attention  to  our  Surgical  Amphitheater.  This  amphitheater 
is  equipped  with  all  modern  apparatus  and  specially  illu- 
minated with  electricity — thus  giving  the  student  superior 
advantages  in  receiving  clinical  demonstrations  in  Oral  Sur- 
gery, such  as  treatment  of  fractures  of  the  jaw,  removing 
impacted  wisdom  teeth,  tumors  of  the  face  and  mouth,  oper- 
ations for  cleft  palate,  etc. 

No  other  dental  college  in  the  State  has  the  facilities  or 
equipment  for  teaching  this  valuable  feature  of  dentistry. 

As  An  Educational  Center. 

There  is  no  city  on  the  continent  that  possesses  greater 
advantages  for  a  complete  dental  education  than  Atlanta. 
A  city  noted  for  its  schools,  colleges  and  universities,  its 
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hospitals,  dispensaries,  libraries,  public  and  private  lec- 
tures, and  its  social  and  religious  advantages  place  it  em- 
inently ahead  of  any  city  of  its  size  in  the  United  States. 

Situation  and  Healthfulness.

Railroad  Facilities. 

Asa  railroad  center,  Atlanta  is  the  ( 'hicago  of  the  South, 
and  students  can  reach  Atlanta  more  easily  and  directly 
from  all  points  of  the  compass  than  any  other  city  in  the 
South. 

Infirmary. 

The  arrangement  of  the  interior  of  the  Southern  Den- 
tal College  is  such  that  facilities  are  provided  for  the  thor- 
ough education  of  the  student  in  every  important  detail  of 
his  professional  work.  The  clinical  operating  room  occu- 
pies one  entire  floor  of  the  main  building,  giving  a  floor 
space  of  between  4,000  and  5,000  square  feet,  and  furnished 
with  latest  pattern  Wilkerson  and  Diamond  operating 
chairs,  each  provided  with  a  fountain  cuspidor,  with  running- 
water  attached.  Each  chair  is  provided  with  a  bracket  arm, 
and  table  for  holding  instruments,  besides  a  separate  table 
for  the  instrument  case.  A  complete  locker  system  in  con- 
nection with  the  operative  clinic  furnishes  means  for  the 
storage  of  instruments  when  not  in  use.  In  the  fitting  up 
of  the  operating  room,  the  aim  has  been  to  make  the  ap- 
pointments as  nearly  as  possible  like  those  of  a  first-class 
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private  office,  so  that  from  the  beginning  of  his  course  the 
student  is  familiarized  with  the  conditions  he  will  meet  in 
actual  practice. 

Chemical  Laboratory. 

The  chemical  laboratory  is  well  equipped  for  the  instruc- 
tion of  students,  and  is  under  the  immediate  supervision  of 
the  Professor  of  Chemistry.  Students  will  receive  from  this 
course  special  instruction  in  the  manufacture  and  adminis- 
tration of  the  various  anaesthetics,  such  as  nitrous  oxide 
gas,  ether,  cocaine,  and  chloride  of  ethyl.  Also  the  tests 
for  different  metals,  poisons  and  their  antidotes,  the  urin- 
ary analysis,  etc. 

Junior  Laboratory. 

In  this  department  is  taught  every  feature  of  modern 
crown  and  bridge  work,  metal  plate  work,  cast  metal  den- 
tures and  porcelain  work. 

The  model  to  be  used  this  year  for  the  crown  and  bridge 
technic  is  composed  of  bone  teeth  set  in  a  vulcanite  base 
lined  externally  with  velum  rubber,  making  it  as  nearly  like 
the  human  teeth  as  it  is  possible  to  attain.  This  enables 
the  student  to  learn  how  to  do  practical  work,  and  necessi- 
tates accurate  occlusion. 

We  feel  sure  that  few  s<  hools  require  such  up-to-date 
technie  models,  it  is  our  endeavor  to  add  all  modern  prac- 
tical methods  of  crown  and  bridge  work  to  our  technic,  to 
enable  our  students  to  be  fully  abreast  of  the  times. 

Also  in  this  department  is  taught  the  method  of  con- 
structing obdurators.  All  this  work  is  under  the  direct  su- 
pervision of  skillful  demonstrators,  who  carry  the  Junior 
(lass  by  section  through  this  complete  course,  which  is  su- 
perior to  the  average  post-graduate  course  taught  in  regu- 
lar post-graduate  schools. 

These  are  some  of  the  advantages  offered  Junior  stu- 
dents in  this  college. 
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Electric  Projecting-  Lantern. 

We  use  an  electric  projecting  lantern  and  refleetoscope 
of  the  latest  and  most  improved  design,  with  microscope 
attachment  to  illustrate  the  various  characters  of  patholog- 
ical conditions  of  the  oral  cavity.  By  this  method  of  throw- 
ing upon  the  canvas  an  exact  photograph  (highly  magni- 
fied) of  the  tissues  and  diseases  under  discussion  the  stu- 
dent is  enabled  at  once  to  grasp  the  thought,  and  when 
coming  in  contact  with  the  disease  in  after  practice,  diag- 
nosis is  very  much  simplified. 

Thoughts  which  can  he  transmitted  through  the  vision 
as  well  as  by  hearing  are  far  more  impressive  than  by  hear- 


ing alone. 


Private  Lockers. 


Private  lockers  are  in  the  infirmary,  in  which  the  stu- 
dent can  insure  the  safety  of  his  instruments,  hooks,  etc. 

Lecture  Halls. 

The  lecture  halls  are  well  lighted  and  capable  of  seat- 
ing several  hundred  students. 

The  buildings  are  heated  with  the  latest  improved 
steam  heating  apparatus,  giving  a  perfectly  uniform  heat 
throughout. 

Spe<  ial  attention  is  also  given  to  the  ventilation  and  hy- 
gienic care  of  our  lecture  halls. 

Histological,  Pathological  and  Bacteriological 
Laboratory. 

The  Histological,  Pathological  and  Bacteriological  Labo- 
ratory is  in  charge  of  the  professor  of  practical  Histology, 

Pathology  and  Bacteriology,  and  is  completely  equipped 
witli  the  latest  improved  incubators,  sterilizers,  micro- 
scopes, etc.;  and  the  students  are  afforded  every  opportun- 
ity of  staining  and  mounting  Histological  and  Pathological 
specimens,   also   of   making   bacteriological    investigations 
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from  a  practical  standpoint,  giving  them  a  clear  understand- 
ing of  the  relationship  which  disease  sustains  to  health. 

We  encourage  the  taking  of  specimens  from  all  douhtful 
and  suspicious  conditions  and  having  cultures  and  vaccines 
made,  thereby  putting  our  knowledge  of  Bacteriology  into 
every  day  practice  in  order  to  better  serve  mankind. 

X-Ray. 

During  the  session  the  use  of  the  X-ray  in  the  mouth 
will  be  demonstrated,  photographing  the  roots  of  teeth,  lo- 
cating unerupted  and  cases  of  delayed  eruption,  and  many 
abnormal  conditions  and  malposed  teeth. 

By  the  improved  methods  of  doing  this  work  a  great  deal 
of  useful  information  may  be  had,  whereby  the  successful 
diagnosing  of  otherwise  difficult  cases  could  not  be  done. 


COURSE     OF    STUDY 


Anatomy  and  Oral  Surgery. 

PROF.   WM.   PERRIN   NICOLSON,  M.D. 

Anatomy  is  taught  in  a  thorough  and  practical  manner. 
The  lectures  on  this  fundamental  branch  of  medical  and 
dental  learning  will  be  amply  illustrated  with  preparations, 
models,  plates,  drawings  and  dissected  cadaver.  Special 
attention  will  be  given  to  the  descriptive  anatomy  of  the 
head,  face  and  neck.  Dissecting  material  will  be  furnished 
in  abundance. 

Dissecting  on  the  cadaver  is  positively  required  by  the 
National  Association  of  Dental  Faculties  of  all  students  he- 
fore  applying  for  graduation.    This  must  be  complied  with. 

Oral  Surgery. 

Oral  Surgery  embraces  a  full  series  of  lectures  on  the 
principles  of  surgery.  Also  various  clinics  of  surgical  dis- 
ease of  face,  including  cleft  palate,  sarcoma  of  jaw,  frac- 
tured maxilla,  etc,  will  from  time  to  time  he  given. 

Physiology. 

PROF.    DELOS    L.    HILL,    D.D.S. 

The  course  in  Physiology  will  he  more  comprehensive 
and  will  lie  more  plainly  detailed  than  ever  hefore.  The 
Histological  structure  of  the  tissues  and  organs  will  be  ex- 
amined in  the  laboratory,  enabling  the  student  to  differ- 
entiate the  tisMics. 

The  anatomy  of  the  organs  will  he  described  and  their 
examination  made,  giving  a  clear  understanding  of  the  phy- 
siological action  of  each.  The  innervation  of  the  oral  cav- 
ity and  dental  organs  will  he  carefully  covered  as  well  as 
the  general  physiological  action  of  the  different  parts  of 
the  body. 
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Orthodontia. 

PROF.  CLINTON  C   EOWAHDj  D.D.S. 

Orthodontia  having  reached  thai  stage  of  perfection 
which  demands  the  recognition  of  both  the  Dental  and  Med- 
ical world,  will  receive  careful  attention  in  its  teachings. 
The  student  will  he  made  to  see  this  science  in  its  true  light; 
no  longer  will  he  he  allowed  to  view  it  from  the  standpoint 
of  the  mere  straightening  of  crooked  teeth,  hut  he  must 
feel  the  significance  of  normal  occlusion  as  being  respon- 
sihle  for  the  normal  development  of  the  hones  of  the  face, 
and  especially  will  lie  he  taught  those  phases  of  the  science 
which  demand  the  co-operation  of  the  Rhinologist,  so  es- 
sential to  both,  in  restoring  normal  breathing. 

This  course  will  he  thoroughly  covered  by  illustrated 
lantern  lectures  that  the  student  might  grasp  the  full  mean- 
ing of  this  most  beautiful  and  fascinating  branch  of  Den- 
tistry. 
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Operative  Dentistry. 

PKOF.  FRANK   HOLLAND,  M.D. 
ASSOCIATE,  PBOF.   M.   P.   FOSTER,  D.D.S. 

The  teaching  from  this  chair  will  include  a  complete 
practical  and  theoretical  course  of  instruction. 

In  the  matter  of  filling  teeth,  the  utmost  pains  and  care 
will  be  taken  to  teach  by  lectures  and  practical  demonstra- 
tion the  best  methods  in  vogue  for  this  purpose. 

Not  only  cast  fillings  and  inlay  work,  but  the  various 
methods  of  condensing  gold,  demonstrating  the  automatic 
mallet,  hand-pressure,  hand-malleting,  engine  malleting, 
and  that  of  the  electro-magnet  mallets  will  be  carefully 
shown  and  explained. 

Great  pains  will  be  taken  to  demonstrate  the  value  and 
use  of  the  various  materials  used  in  filling  and  preserving 
the  natural  teeth.  Every  opportunity  will  be  given  the 
student  to  do  practical  work  in  learning  this  most  impor- 
tant branch  of  dentistry. 


General  Pathology  and  Practice. 

PROF.  SHEPPARD  W.  FOSTER,  D.D.S. 

It  shall  not  only  be  the  design  of  this  chair  to  consider, 
as  far  as  practicable,  pathological  conditions  in  general  as 
they  exist,  but  a  special  thorough  course  of  instruction 
will  be  given  relative  to  the  various  morbid  conditions  of 
the  oral  cavity,  and  all  the  diseases  which  fall  under  this 
treatment  of  the  practitioner  of  dentistry.  All  minor  sur- 
gical operations  that  come  in  the  usual  practice  of  dentistry 
such  as  surgical  removal  of  impacted  teeth,  setting  frac- 
tured maxillae,  etc.,  as  well  as  the  methods  of  conducting  a 
successful  dental  practice  will  be  clearly  demonstrated. 
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Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics. 

PROF.   M.   D.   HUFF,  D.D.S.,  A.B. 

Under  the  head  of  Materia  Mediea  and  Therapeutics  a 
full  series  of  lectures  will  be  given,  and  the  student  will  be 
expected  to  become  familiar  with  the  various  methods  and 
substances  which  are  employed  in  the  treatment  of  disease, 
also  the  principles  which  govern  the  administration  and  the 
effect  of  medicinal  agents  when  used  to  overcome  patho- 
logical conditions.  Prescription  writing,  as  needed  in  Den- 
tal Surgery,  will  be  emphasized.  The  student  will  be 'ex- 
pected to  be  able  in  his  Senior  year  to  write  correctly  proper 
prescriptions  for  relief  of  pain,  for  mouth  washes  and  den- 
tifrices, etc. 


Practical  Histology,  Pathology  and  Bacteriology. 

PROF.    CLAUDE   A.   SMITH,    M.D. 

The  course  in  Histology  covers  the  development  and 
structure  of  the  tissues  of  the  body,  with  special  attention 
to  the  structure  of  the  teeth,  salivary  glands,  and  the  tissues 
of  the  mouth  in  general. 

In  Bacteriology  the  student  receives  personal  instruc- 
tion in  making  the  various  culture  media,  methods  of  stain- 
ing bacteria,  and  their  appearance  under  the  microscope. 
Special  attention  is  given  to  the  examination  of  the  bacteria 
of  the  mouth. 

In  Pathology  the  student  is  given  sections  showing  the 
changes  in  tissues  due  to  pathological  lesions,  changes  pro- 
duced by  the  decay  of  the  teeth,  etc.,  and  other  conditions 
of  the  oral  cavity. 
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Pathology  and  Oral  Surgery. 

PROF.  G.  V.   1.   BKOWN,  A.I'..,  D.D.S.,  M.I).,  CM. 

This  course  is  arranged  in  accordance  with  the  belief 
that  consultation  and  co-operation  between  dentists,  oral 
surgeons  and  those  whose  practices  are  limited  to  other  di- 
visions of  medical  practice  must  become  more  and  more 
frequent  as  the  intimate  and  important  relation  which  dis- 
eases of  the  mouth  hear  to  pathological  affections  of  other 
parts  and  to  the  organism  as  a  whole  becomes  more  gen- 
erally understood.  With  this  end  in  view,  students  will  he 
given  an  opportunity  to  become  familiar  with  the  diagnos- 
tic indications  of  diseases  within  the  special  field  of  the 
mouth  and  associated  parts,  as  well  as  general  diseases 
which  affect  or  may  be  affected  by  such  pathologic  condi- 
tions. This  division  of  the  work  will  be  broadly  covered 
by  Professors  Nicolson  and  Fostor,  supplemented  by  a  spe- 
cial course  of  lectures  by  Dr.  Brown,  of  Milwaukee,  and 
made  essentially  practical  by  large  numbers  of  illustrations 
from  cases  in  actual  practice  covering  every  important  di- 
vision of  the  subject.  Clinical  operations  will  be  conducted 
at  the  Oral  Surgical  Amphitheater,  and  at  hospitals  also,  in 
order  that  students  may  learn  by  actual  observation  and  ex- 
perience the  detail  of  modern  surgical  asepsis  as  conducted 
in  up-to-date  hospitals.  The  experience  of  the  Oral  Sur- 
gical Clinical  Course  in  the  past  has  proven  that  Atlanta 
offers  unusual  opportunities  in  this  direction.  Many  rare 
and  interesting  cases  are  operated  upon  annually  before  the 
classes  such  as  are  not  commonly  found  in  the  surgical 
<  linics  of  dental  colleges. 

They  include  operations  for  different  forms  of  cleft 
palate,  hare-lip,  bony  and  fibrous  ankylosis  of  the  lower 
jaw,  resections  of  maxilla,  tic  douloureux,  and  allied  tri- 
geminal affections  ;  tumors  empyemia  of  the  maxillary  sinus, 
impacted  teeth,  and  the  treatment  of  nervous  and  other 
general  affections  due  to  infection,  or  nerve  irritation  aris- 
ing in  the  buccal  cavity. 
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Chemistry. 

PROF.   C.   C.  AVEN,  M.D.   PH.ti. 

This  department  will  be  under  the  direct  supervision 
of  the  professor  in  charge,  and  it  will  be  the  object  of  this 
chair  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  most  important  facts 
and  principles  of  modern  Chemistry. 

In  this  course  the  student  will  lie  required  to  know  the 
chemical  and  physical  characteristics  of  the  more  impor- 
tant substances,  and  especially  those  having  practical  re- 
lation to  Dental  Science. 

The  student  will  be  taught  both  inorganic  and  organic 
chemistry,  and  this  will  be  accomplished  by  didactic  lectures 
and  practical  laboratory  work.  Special  attention  will  he 
given  to  that  class  of  compounds  in  chemistry  which  pre- 
vent septic  decomposition,  also  to  anesthetics  both  local  and 
general. 

There  will  be  a  special  course  given  in  URINALYSIS, 
thereby  familiarizing  the  student  with  those  things  found  in 
the  urine  that  may  have  a  bearing  on  the  diseases  of  the  oral 
cavity. 

Prosthetic  Dentistry,  Porcelain  and  Metallurgy. 

PROF.  H.   HERBERT  JOHNSON,  D.D.S. 
ASSOCIATE,  B.  C.  WILLIAMSON,  D.D.S. 

The  object  of  this  branch  is  to  give  such  instruction  as 
will  enable  the  student  to  construct  artificial  teeth  in  the 
best  manner  possible  to  serve  as  substitutes  for  the  natural 
organs.  Nothing  will  be  omitted  that  would  aid  in  impart- 
ing a  thorough  knowledge  of  this  branch  of  dentistry. 
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The  mode  of  teaching  will  be  by  lectures  and  clinical 
demonstrations  upon  practical  cases,  with  which  the  infirm 
ary  will  he  abundantly  supplied. 

The  construction  of  sets  of  teeth,  mounted  on  plates  of 
,<>-old,  silver,  aluminum  and  vulcanite  rubber,  as  well  as 
interdental  splints,  for  setting'  loose  teeth  and  broken  jaws, 
will  he  made  subjects  of  Lectures,  experiments  and  dem- 
onstrations. 

One  of  the  most  important  features  of  this  course  will 
be  a  series  of  lectures  and  demonstrations  in  the  later  and 
more  advanced  processes  of  bridge  work,  both  fixed  and 
removable,  and  all  the  best  methods  of  mounting-  artificial 
crowns  of  gold,  porcelain  and  platinum  upon  the  roots  of 
natural  teeth.  Over  one  hundred  carefully  prepared  charts 
and  models  will  he  used  to  demonstrate  these  lectures. 
Cast  fillings,  crowns  and  bridges  will  receive  due  attention. 

Metallurgy. — In  this  branch  the  student  will  be  made  ac- 
quainted with  the  properties  of  the  different  metals  ami 
alloys  and  their  preparation.  The  pure  metallic  elements 
will  be  exhibited  and  many  interesting  experiments  made. 

The  making  of  alloys  and  tempering  instruments  will  be 
demonstrated. 

Special  mention  will  be  paid  to  the  occlusion  of  teeth, 
both  natural  and  artificial,  that  the  best  possible  results 
may  he  obtained  in  the  construction  of  artificial  dentures. 

Porcelain. 

The  manipulation  and  use  of  Porcelain  for  filling  teeth 
will  be  given  special  attention.  High,  medium  and  low 
fusion  porcelain  enamels  will  be  used  in  practical  cases  so 
as  to  illustrate  their  several  advantages.     The  mechanical 
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construction    and    baking 

of  porcelain  crown  and 
bridge  work  will  receive 
careful  explanation,  and 
the  student  familiarized 
with  their  several  advan- 
tages. 

Tn  addition  to  these 
lectures  and  demonstra- 
tion by  the  professor  of 
tins  branch,  all  these 
methods  will  be  taught 
and  practically  demon- 
strated by  competent  in- 
structors who  supervise 
the  work  in  the  laborator- 
ies and  at  the  chair. 
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Oral  Hygiene,   Oral  Prophylaxis  and  Alveolar  Pyorrhea. 

PKOF.   J.   RUSSELL  MITCHELL,  D.D.S. 

The  object  of  this  chair  is  to  teach  by  lectures,  experi- 
mentation and  clinical  demonstration,  the  importance  of 
oral  cleanliness,  and  its  relation  to  the  general  health  of  the 
individual.  Also  the  operative  technic  of  Oral  Prophylaxis 
will  he  demonstrated  among  the  students,  thus  letting  them 
feel  the  satisfaction  of  a  clean  mouth. 

Alveolar  Pyorrhea  will  he  taught  in  the  most  modern 
and  scientific  way,  including  both  its  surgical  and  therapeu- 
tic treatment,  so  that  the  student  may  be  able  to  save  many 
teeth  that  have  hitherto  been  extracted  without  question. 

The  importance  of  these  subjects  cannot  he  overesti- 
mated, and  a  knowledge  of  them  will  be  a  great  blessing  to 
humanity  as  well  as  a  deep  satisfaction  to  the  dentist  him- 
self. 
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Books  and  Instruments. 

The  hooks,  instruments  and  mechanical  tools  in- 
eluding  a  dental  engine  which  are  needed  by  the  students  in 
the  infirmary  and  labora- 
tory will  cost  from  $95  to 
$150  and  may  be  used  in 
after  practice.  Students 
will  save  money  by  haying 
their  hooks,  instruments 
etc.,  after  reaching  the 
city,  as  students'  cases, 
with  such  instruments  as 
they  need  can  he  secured 
at  a  discount.  Those  who 
have  hooks,  instruments, 
dental  engine,  or  labora- 
tory tools  should  bring 
them. 

Dental  Supply  Houses. 

There  are  five  dental 
supply  houses  in  Atlanta,

Requirements  for  Admission. 

The  candidate  for  matriculation  musl  present  a  certifi- 
cate equivalent  to  graduation  from  a  high  school  or  pass  a 
preliminary  examination  ;is  to  English  education,  and  give 
satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral  character.  Examin- 
ations may  he  given  and  passed  on  by  an  authorized  exam- 
iner before  applicant  leaves  home,  and  on  presentation  of 
a  certificate  of  having  thus  passed  a  satisfactory  examina- 
tion he  will  he  admitted.  A  diploma  from  a  reputable  insti- 
tution, or  first  grade  teachers'  certificate,  will  he  sufficient 
without  further  examination. 

Advanced  Standing. 

Students  will  he  admitted  to  the  Junior  Class  who  pre- 
sent certificates  from  a  recognized  dental  college  of  attend- 
ance upon  one  full  course  of  lectures,  and  of  having  passed 
a  satisfactory  examination  in  their  Freshman  year. 

Students  will  he  admitted  to  the  Senior  Class  who  pre- 
sent certificates  from  any  recognized  dental  college  of  at- 
tendance upon  two  full  courses  of  lectures,  and  of  having 
passed  satisfactory  examinations. 

A  diploma  from  a  reputable  medical  college  shall  entitle 
its  holder  to  enter  the  Junior  Class  in  this  College.  He  will 
be  excused  from  attending  upon  lectures  and  examinations 
on  the  following  subjects:  Physiology,  Chemistry,  Anat- 
omy, Materia  Medica,  Therapeutics  and  Surgery. 

Seats. 

Students  are  allowed  to  select  seats  in  the  lecture  room 
in  the  order  in  which  they  matriculate,  and  each  student  is 
expected  to  occupy  the  seat  selected  during  the  session. 
Those  matriculating  early  get  the  best  seats. 


Requirements  for  Graduation. 

This  College  is  a  member  of  and  conforms  to  the  re- 
quirements for  graduates  of  the  National  Association  of 
Dental  Faculties  of  the  United  States. 

The  candidate  must  be  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  of 
good  moral  character.  I  Ie  must  have  attended  three  courses 
of  lectures  of  32  weeks  each  in  different  years,  the  last  of 
which  must  be  in  this  institution. 

One  course  of  practical  anatomy  is  required  of  every 
candidate. 

Such  courses  as  he  may  have  attended  in  any  other  repu- 
table Dental  College  will  be  accepted.  Be  must  perform 
operations  in  this  College  in  both  operative  and  mechanical 
dentistry  and  give  evidence  of  his  skill  and  ability  in  treat- 
ing the  derangements  that  may  be  submitted  to  his  care. 

He  must  pass  an  examination  in  all  branches  taught, 
fully  up  to  the  standard  adopted  by  the  Faculty.  Final  ex- 
amination fee  la  hi'  paid  before  beginning  the  examination. 
Medical  graduates  may  apply  for  examination  for  the  de- 
gree of  D.  D.  S.  after  two  year's  attendance  upon  lectures 
and  clinics.  The  Faculty,  however,  desires  it  fully  under- 
stood that  while  any  student  who  lias  complied  with  the 
technical  requisition,  viz.:  matricultaion,  attendance  upon 
lectures,  clinics,  etc.,  may  appear  before  them  for  examina- 
tion, they  reserve  for  themselves,  and  will  exercise  the  right, 
of  making  moral  as  well  as  professional  qualifications  an 
element  in  their  decision.  Open  irregularity  of  conduct, 
negligence,  habitual  and  prolonged  absence  from  lectures 
will  always  be  regarded  as  an  obstacle  to  the  attainment  of 
a  degree. 

Examinations. 

Intermediate  examinations  will  be  held  November  17, 
December  IS,  February  26,  and  March  25,  to  determine  the 
progress  made. 

All  students  will  be  examined  at  the  close  of  each  ses- 
sion and  a  certificate  of  advancement  issued  when  such  ex- 
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animation  lias  been  satisfactory,  and  said  student  has  con- 
formed to  the  requirements  of  this  school. 

The  examination  of  Seniors  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Dental  Surgery  will  be  upon  all  branches  taught,  except 
-students  who  enter  from  schools  having  graded  courses  and 
have  successfully  passed  final  examination  in  certain 
branches  during  their  Freshman  or  Junior  years.

Our  Surgical  Amphitheater. 

In  this  connection  we  take  pleasure  in  calling  special  attention 
to  our  Surgical  Amphitheater.  This  amphitheater  is  equipped  with 
all  modern  apparatus  and  specially  illuminated  with  electricity — 
thus  giving  the  student  superior  advantages  in  receiving  clinical 
demonstrations  in  Oral  Surgery,  such  as  treatment  of  fractures  of 
the  jaw,  removing  impacted  wisdom  teeth,  tumors  of  the  face  and 
mouth,  operations  for  cleft  palate,  etc.

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ANATOMICAL   LABORATORY 


Situation   and    Healthfulness. 

Atlanta  is  one  of  the  most  delightfully  situated  cities  in  the 
United  States,  and  her  climate  is  unsurpassed  by  any  other  city. 
Being  situated  on  the  Piedmont  Plateau,  it  is  very  pleasant  in 
summer,  and  yet  very  mild  in  winter,  making  it  exceedingly  desirable 
to  those  who  wish  to  seek  refuge  from  the  more  rigorous  climate 
of  the  North  and  West  and  at  the  same  time  enable  to  take  a 
course  of  lectures  in  an  institution  whose  advantages  are  unsurpassed 
by  any  school  of  dentistry  in  the  world. 

Railroad    Facilities. 

As  a  railroad  center,  Atlanta  is  the  Chicago  of  the  South,  and 
students  can  reach  Atlanta  more  easily  and  directly  from  all  points 
of  the  compass  than  any  other  city  in  the  South. 

Infirmary. 

The  arrangement  of  the  interior  of  the  Southern  Dental  Col 
lege  is  such  that  facilities  are  provided  for  the  thorough  education 
of  the  student  in  every  important  detail  of  his  professional  work 
The  clinical  operating  room  occupies  one  entire  floor  of  the  mait 
building,  giving  a  floor  space  of  between  4,000  and  5,000  square  feet 
and  furnished  with  latest  pattern  Wilkerson  and  Diamond  operating 
chairs,  each  provided  with  a  fountain  cuspidor,  with  running  water 
attached.  Each  chair  is  provided  with  a  bracket  arm,  and  table  for 
holding  instruments,  besides  a  separate  table  for  the  instrument 
case.  A  complete  locker  system  in  connection  with  the  operative 
clinic  furnishes  means  for  the  storage  of  instruments  when  not  in 
use.  In  the  fitting  up  of  the  operating  room,  the  aim  has  been  to 
make  the  appointments  as  nearly  as  possible  like  those  of  a  first-class 
private  office,  so  that  from  the  beginning  of  his  course  the  student 
is   familiarized  with  the  conditions  he  will  meet  in  actual  practice. 

Junior   Laboratory. 

In  this  department  is  taught  every  feature  of  modern  crown 
and  bridge  work,  metal  plate  work,  cast  metal  dentures  and  porcelain 
work. 

The  model  to  be  used  this  year  for  the  crown  and  bridge  technic 
is  composed  of  bone  teeth  set  in  a  vulcanite  base  lined  externally 
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with  velum  rubber,  making  it  as  nearly  like  the  human  teeth  as  it  is 
possible  to  attain.  This  enables  the  student  to  learn  how  to  do 
practical  work,  and  necessitates  accurate  occlusion. 

We  feel  sure  that  few  schools  require  such  up-to-date  technic 
models.  It  is  our  endeavor  to  add  all  modern  practical  methods  of 
crown  and  bridge  work  to  our  technic,  to  enable  our  students  to 
be  fully  abreast  of  the  times. 

Also  in  this  department  is  taught  the  method  of  constructing 
obdurators.  All  this  work  is  under  the  direct  supervision  of  skillful 
demonstrators,  who  carry  the  Junior  Class  by  section  through  this 
complete  course,  which  is  superior  to  the  average  post-graduate 
course  taught  in  regular  post-graduate  schools. 

These  are  some  of  the  advantages  offered  Junior  students  in  this 
college. 

Electric  Projecting  Lantern. 

We  use  an  electric  projecting  lantern  and  reflectoscope  of  the 
latest  and  most  improved  design,  with  miroscope  attachment  to 
illustrate  the  various  characters  of  pathological  conditions  of  the 
oral  cavity.  By  this  method  of  throwing  upon  the  canvas  an  exact 
photograph  (highly  magnified)  of  the  tissues  and  diseases  under 
discussion  the  student  is  enabled  at  once  to  grasp  the  thought,  and 
when  coming  in  contact  with  the  disease  in  after  practice,  diagnosis 
is  very  much  simplified. 

Thoughts  which  can  be  transmitted  through  the  vision  as  well 
as  by  hearing  are  far  more  impressive  than  by  hearing  alone. 

Private  Lockers. 

Private  lockers  are  in  the  infirmary,  in  which  the  student  can 
insure  the  safety  of  his  instruments,  books,  etc. 

Lecture  Halls. 

The  lecture  halls  are  well  lighted  and  capable  of  seating  several 
hundred  students. 

Special  attention  is  given  to  heating  and  ventilation  of  our  build- 
ings and  hygienic   care  of  our  lecture  halls. 

Histological,  Pathological  and  Bacteriological  Laboratory. 

The  Histological,  Pathological  and  Bacteriological  Laboratory 
is  in  charge  of  the  professor  of  Practical  Histology,  Pathology  and 
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Bacteriology,  and  is  completely  equipped  with  the  latest  improved 
incubators,  sterilizers,  microscopes,  etc.;  and  the  students  are 
afforded  every  opportunity  of  staining  and  mounting  Histological 
and  Pathological  specimens,  also  of  making  bacteriological  investi- 
gations from  a  practical  standpoint,  giving  them  a  clear  understand- 
ing of  the  relationship  which  disease  sustains  to  health. 

We  encourage  the  taking  of  specimens  from  all  doubtful  and 
suspicious  conditions  and  having  cultures  and  vaccines  made,  thereby 
putting  our  knowledge  of  Bacteriology  into  every  day  practice  in 
order  to  better  serve  mankind. 

X-Ray. 

During  the  session  the  use  of  the  X-Ray  in  the  mouth  will  be 
demonstrated,  photographing  the  roots  of  teeth,  locating  unerupted 
and  cases  of  delayed  eruption,  and  many  abnormal  conditions  and 
malposed   teeth. 

By  the  improved  methods  of  doing  this  work  a  great  deal  of 
useful  information  may  be  had,  whereby  the  successful  diagnosing 
of  otherwise  difficult  cases  could  not  be  done. 
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COURSE    OF    STUDY 


Anatomy   and   Oral  Surgery. 

PROF.  WM.  PERRIN  NICOLSON,  M.I). 

Anatomy  is  taught  in  a  thorough  and  practical  manner.  The 
lectures  on  this  fundamental  branch  of  medical  and  dental  learning 
will  be  amply  illustrated  with  preparations,  models,  plates,  drawings 
and  dissected  cadaver.  Special  attention  will  be  given  to  the  descrip- 
tive anatomy  of  the  head,  face  and  neck.  Dissecting  material  will 
be  furnished  in  abundance. 

Dissecting  on  the  cadaver  is  positively  required  by  the  National 
Association  of  Dental  Faculties  of  all  students  before  applying  for 
graduation.     This  must  be  earn  plied  with. 

Oral  Surgery. 

Oral  Surgery  embraces  a  full  series  of  lectures  on  the  principles 
of  surgery.  Also  various  clinics  of  surgical  disease  of  face,  including 
cleft  palate,  sarcoma  of  jaw,  fractured  maxilla,  etc.,  will  from  time 
to  time  be  given. 

Physiology. 

PROF.  DeLOS  L.  HILL,  D.D.S., 

The  course  in  Physiology  will  be  more  comprehensive  and  will 
be  more  plainly  detailed  than  ever  before.  The  Histological  struc- 
ture of  the  tissues  and  organs  will  be  examined  in  the  laboratory, 
enabling  the  student  to  differentiate  the  tissues. 

The  anatomy  of  the  organs  will  be  described  and  their  examina- 
tion made,  giving  a  clear  understanding  of  the  physiological  action 
of  each.  The  innervation  of  the  oral  cavity  and  dental  organs  will 
be  carefully  covered  as  well  as  the  general  physiological  action  of  the 
different  parts   of   the  body. 

Chemistry. 

PROF.  C.   C.   AVEN,  M.D.,  Pii.G. 

This  department  is  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  professor 
in  charge,  and  it  will  be  the  object  of  this  chair  to  acquaint  the 
student  with  the  most  important  facts  and  principles  of  modern 
Chemistry. 
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Iii  this  course  the  student  will  be  required  to  know  the  chemical 
and  physical  characteristics  of  the  more  important  substances,  and 
especially  those  having-  practical  relation  to  Dental  Science. 

The  student  will  be  taught  both  inorganic  and  organic  chemistry, 
and  this  will  be  accomplished  by  didactic  lectures  and  practical 
laboratory  work.  Special  attention  will  be  given  to  that  class  of 
compounds  in  chemistry  which  prevent  septic  decomposition,  also 
to   anesthetics  both   local   and  general. 

There  will  be  a  special  course  given  in  URINALYSIS,  thereby 
familiarizing  the  student  with  those  things  found  in  the  urine  that 
may  have  a  bearnig  on  the  diseases  of  the  oral  cavity. 

Chemical  Laboratory. 

The  class  will  be  divided  into  sections  for  this  work  and  will 
receive  special  instruction  in  chemical  experiments,  and  also  in  the 
manufacture  and  use  of  such  substances  as  pertain  to  the  dental 
profession.  The  methods  of  making  the  various  anesthetics  will  be 
demonstrated,  such  as  nitrous  oxide  gas,  ether,  cocaine,  novocaine, 
etc.  In  this  laboratory  both  normal  and  pathological  urine  will  be 
studied  as  to  their  constituents.  Other  work  will  be  carried  on  at 
various  times,  mainly  following  the  didactic  lectures  that  are  given 
in  chemistry. 

Physiological   Laboratory. 

This  work  will  be  done  this  year  with  a  review  of  those  parts  of 
physiology  essential  to  the  dental  student. 

There  will  also  be  experiments  showing  to  the  student  the  normal 
action  of  heart,  muscle,  nerve,  etc.  How  they  respond  to  the  various 
stimuli  and  records  will  be  kept  by  the  students  to  show  the  work 
done,  and  these  records  will  be  examined  at  intervals  by  the  in- 
structor. 

Clinical  Laboratory. 

The  Senior  class  will  receive  a  special  course  of  clinical  instruc- 
tion throughout  the  year.  Small  groups  of  students  will  be  given 
daily  work  by  an  instructor,  showing  them  the  many  ways  of  ob- 
taining specimens,  methods  of  examining  them,  etc.  This  includes 
such  as  making  blood  counts,  saliva  analysis,  smears,  staining  and 
identifying  the  different  forms  of  bacteria.  These  specimens  are 
obtained  from  the  patients  that  present  themselves  to  the  clinic  for 
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treatment,  thus  familiarizing  the  student  in  a  practical  manner  with 
the  various  forms  of  bacteria  and  other  organism  found  in  the 
mouth. 

Operative  Dentistry. 

PROF.   FRANK   HOLLAND,  M.I). 

ASSOCIATE,  PROP.  M.  F.  FOSTER,  D.D.S. 

The  teaching  from  this  includes  complete,  practical  and  theoreti- 
cal course  of  instruction. 

In  the  matter  of  filling  teeth,  the  utmost  pains  and  care  is  taken 
to  teach  by  lectures  and  practical  demonstrations  the  best  methods 
in  vogue  for  this  purpose. 

Not  only  cast  fillings  and  inlay  synthetic  work,  but  the  various 
methods  of  condensing  gold,  demonstrating  the  automatic  mallet, 
hand-pressure,  hand-malleting,  engine-malleting,  and  that  of  the 
electro-magnet  mallets  is  carefully  shown  and  explained. 

Great  pains  is  taken  to  demonstrate  the  value  and  use  of  various 
materials  used  in  filling  and  preserving  the  natural  teeth.  Every 
opportunity  is  given  the  student  to  do  practical  work  in  learning 
this  most  important  branch  of  dentistry. 

Prosthetic  Dentistry,  Porcelain  and  Metallurgy. 

PROF.  H.  HERBERT  JOHNSON,  D.D.S. 
ASSOCIATE,  B.  B.  TODD. 

The  object  of  this  branch  is  to  give  such  instruction  as  will 
enable  the  student  to  construct  artificial  teeth  in  the  best  manner 
possible  to  serve  as  substitute  for  the  natural  organs.  Nothing  will 
be  omitted  that  would  aid  in  imparting  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
this  branch  of  dentistry. 

The  mode  of  teaching  will  be  by  lectures  and  clinical  demonstra- 
tions upon  practical  cases,  with  which  the  infirmary  will  be  abun- 
dantly  supplied. 

The  construction  of  sets  of  teeth,  mounted  on  plates  of  gold,  silver, 
aluminum  and  vulcanite  rubber,  as  well  as  interdental  splints,  for 
setting  loose  teeth  and  broken  jaws,  will  be  made  subjects  of  lectures, 
experiments  and  demonstrations. 

One  of  the  most  important  features  of  this  course  will  be  a  series 
of  lectures  and  demonstrations  in  the  later  and  more  advanced  pro- 
cesses   of   bridge   work,   both    fixed    and    removable,    and    all    the    best 
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methods  of  mounting  artificial  crowns  of  gold,  porcelain  and  plati- 
num upon  the  roots  of  natural  teeth.  Over  one  hundred  carefully 
prepared  charts  and  models  will  be  used  to  demonstrate  these  lectures. 
Cast  fillings,  crowns  and  bridges  will  receive  due  attention. 

Metallurgy — In  this  branch  the  student  will  be  made  acquainted 
with  the  properties  of  the  different  metals  and  alloys  and  their 
preparation.  The  pure  metallic  elements  will  be  exhibited  and  many 
interesting  experiments  made. 

The  making  of  alloys  and  tempering  instruments  will  be  dem- 
onstrated. 

Special  mention  will  be  paid  to  the  occlusion  of  teeth,  both 
natural  and  artificial,  that  the  best  possible  results  may  be  obtained 
in  the  construction  of  artificial  dentures. 

Porcelain. 

The  manipulation  and  use  of  Porcelain  for  filling  teeth  will  be 
given  special  attention.  High,  medium  and  low  fusion  porcelain 
enamels  will  be  used  in  practical  cases  so  as  to  illustrate  their  several 
advantages.  The  mechanical 
construction  and  baking  of 
porcelain  crown  and  bridge 
work  will  receive  careful  expla- 
nation, and  the  student  famil- 
iarized with  their  several  ad- 
vantages. 

In  addition  to  these  lectures 
and  demonstrations  by  the  pro- 
fessor of  this  branch,  all  these 
methods  will  be  taught  and 
practically  demonstrated  by 
competent  instructors  who  su- 
pervise the  work  in  the  labora- 
tories and  at  the  chair. 

Materia   Medica   and   Therapeutics. 

PROF.  M.  D.  HUFF,  D.D.S.,  A.B. 

Under  the  head  of  Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics  a  full  scries 
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of  lectures  will  be  given,  and  the  student  will  be  expected  to  become 
familiar  with  th  various  methods  and  substances  which  arc  employed 
in  the  treatment  of  disease,  also  the  principles  which  govern  the 
administration  and  the  effect  of  medicinal  agents  when  used  to  over- 
come pathological  conditions.  Prescription  writing,  as  needed  in 
Dental  Surgery,  will  be  emphasized.  The  student  will  be  expected 
to  be  able  iii  his  Senior  year  to  write  correctly  proper  prescriptions 
for  relief  of  pain,  for  mouth  washes  and  dentifrices,  etc. 

General  Pathology  and  Practice. 
PROF.  SHEPPARD  W.  FOSTER,  D.D.S. 
It  is  not  only  the  design  of  this  chair  to  consider,  as  far  as 
practicable,  pathological  conditions  in  general  as  they  exist,  but  a 
special  thorough  course  of  instruction  is  given  relative  to  the 
various  morbid  conditions  of  the  oral  cavity,  and  all  the  diseases 
which  fall  under  this  treatment  of  the  practitioner  of  dentistry.  All 
minor  surgical  operations  that  come  in  the  usual  practice  of  den- 
tistry, such  as  surgical  removal  of  impacted  teeth,  setting  fractured 
maxilla',  etc.,  as  well  as  the  methods  of  conducting  a  successful  dental 
practice  is  clearly  demonstrated. 

Practical   Histology,   Pathology   and    Bacteriology. 

PROF.  CLAUDE  A.  SMITH,   M.D. 

The  course  in  Histology  covers  the  development  and  structure 
of  the  tissues  of  the  body,  with  special  attention  to  the  structure 
of  the  teeth,  salivary  glands,  and  the  tissues  of  the  mouth  in  general. 

In  Bacteriology  the  student  receives  personal  instruction  in 
making  the  various  culture  media,  methods  of  staining  bacteria, 
and  their  appearance  under  the  microscope.  Special  attention  is 
given  to  the  examination  of  the  bacteria  of  the  mouth. 

In  Pathology  the  student  is  given  sections  showing  the  changes 
in  tissues  due  to  pathological  lesions,  changes  produced  by  the 
decay  of  the  teeth,  etc.,  and  other  conditions  of  the  oral  cavity. 

Pathology  and  Oral  Surgery. 

PROF.  G.  V.  I.  I5ROWN,  A.B.,  D.D.S.,  M.D.,  CM. 

This  course  is  arranged  in  accordance  with  the  belief  that  con- 
sultation and  co-operation  between  dentists,  oral  surgeons  and  those 
whose    practices   are    limited   to    other    divisions    of   medical   practice 
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must  become  more  and  more  frequent  us  the  intimate  and  important 
relation  which  diseases  of  the  mouth  hear  to  pathological  affections 
of  other  parts  and  to  the  organism  as  a  whole  becomes  more  generally 
understood.  With  this  end  in  view,  students  are  given  an  oppor- 
tunity to  become  familiar  with  the  diagnostic  indications  of  diseases 
within  the  special  field  of  the  mouth  and  associated  parts,  as  well 
as  general  diseases  which  affect  or  may  be  affected  by  such  pathologic 
conditions.  This  division  of  the  work  will  be  broadly  covered  by 
Professors  Nicolson  and  Foster,  supplemented  by  a  special  course 
of  lectures  by  Dr.  Brown,  of  Milwaukee,  and  made  essentially  prac- 
tical by  large  numbers  of  illustrations  from  cases  in  actual  practice 
covering  every  important  division  of  the  subject.  Clinical  opera- 
tions are  conducted  at  the  Oral  Surgical  Amphitheater,  and  at 
hospitals  also,  in  order  that  students  may  learn  by  actual  observa- 
tion and  experience  the  detail  of  modern  surgical  asepsis  as  con- 
ducted in  up-to-date  hospitals.  The  experience  of  the  Oral  Surgical 
Clinical  Course  in  the  past  has  proven  that  Atlanta  offers  unusual 
opportunities  in  this  direction.  Many  rare  and  interesting  cases 
are  operated  upon  annually  before  the  classes,  such  as  are  not  com- 
monly found  in  the  surgical  clinics  of  dental  colleges. 

They  include  operations  for  different  forms  of  cleft  palate,  hare- 
lipe,  bony  and  fibrous  ankylosis  of  the  lower  jaw,  resections  of 
maxilla,  tic  douloureux,  and  allied  trigeminal  affections ;  tumors 
empyemia  of  the  maxillary  sinus,  impacted  teeth,  and  the  treatment 
of  nervous  and  other  general  affections  due  to  infection,  or  nerve 
irritation  arising  in  the  buccal  cavity. 

Orthodontia. 

PROF.  CLINTON  C.  HOWARD,  D.D.S. 

Orthodontia  having  reached  that  stage  of  perfection  which  de- 
mands the  recognition  of  both  the  Dental  and  Medical  world,  will 
receive  careful  attention  in  its  teachings.  The  student  is  made  to 
see  this  science  in  its  true  light;  no  longer  is  he  allowed  to  view  it 
from  the  standpoint  of  the  mere  straightening  of  crooked  teeth,  but 
he  must  feel  the  significance  of  normal  occlusion  as  being  responsible 
for  the  normal  development  of  the  bones  of  the  face,  and  especially 
is  he  taught  those  phases  of  the  science  which  demand  the  co-opera- 
tion of  the  Rhinologist,  so  essential  to  both,  in  restoring  normal 
breathing. 
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This  course  is  thoroughly  covered  by  illustrated  lantern  lectures 
that  the  student  may  grasp  the  full  meaning  of  this  most  beautiful 
and   fascinating  branch  of  Dentistry. 
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Oral  Hygiene,  Oral  Prophylaxis  and  Alveolar  Pyorrhea. 

PROF.  J.  RUSSELL  MITCHELL,  D.D.S. 

The  object  of  this  chair  is  to  teach  by  lectures,  experimentation 
and  clinical  demonstration,  the  importance  of  oral  cleanliness,  and 
its  relation  to  the  general  health  of  the  individual.  Also  the  opera- 
tive technic  of  Oral  Prophylaxis  will  be  demonstrated  among  the 
students,  thus  letting  them  feel  the  satisfaction  of  a  clean  mouth. 
Alveolar  Pyorrhea  is  taught  in  the  most  modern  and  scientific 
wav,  including  both  its  surgical  and  therapeutic  treatment,  so  that 
the  student  may  be  able  to  save  many  teeth  that  have  hitherto  been 
extracted  without  question. 

The  importance  of  these  subjects  cannot  be  overestimated,  and 
a  knowledge  of  them  will  be  a  great  blessing  to  humanity  as  well 
as  a  deep  satisfaction  to  the  dentist  himself. 
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Books  and  Instruments. 


The  hooks,  instruments  and  mechanical  tools,  including  a  dental 
i  .'i^'ine,  which  are  needed  by  the  students  in  the  infirmary  and  labora- 
tory, will  cost  from  $95  to  $150 
and  may  be  used  iii  after  prac- 
tice. Students  will  save  money 
by  buying  their  hooks,  instru- 
ments, etc.,  after  reaching  the 
city,  as  students'  cases,  with 
such  instruments  as  they  need 
can  be  secured  at  a  discount. 
Those  who  have  hooks,  instru- 
ments, dental  engine,  or  labora- 
tory  tools   should   bring  them.

Requirements  for  Admission. 

The  candidate  for  matriculation  must  present  a  certificate  equiv- 
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alent  to  graduation  from  an  accredited  high  school  or  pass  a  pre- 
liminary examination  as  to  English  education,  and  give  satisfactory 
evidence  of  good  moral  character.  Examinations  may  be  given  and 
passed  on  by  an  authorized  examiner  before  applicant  leaves  home, 
and  on  presentation  of  a  certificate  of  having  thus  passed  a  satis- 
factory examination  he  will  be  admitted.  A  diploma  from  a  reputable 
institution  will   be   sufficient    without   further  examination. 

Advanced    Standing. 

Students  will  be  admitted  to  the  Junior  Class  who  present  certifi- 
cates from  a  recognized  dental  college  of  attendance  upon  one  full 
course  of  lectures,  and  of  having  passed  a  satisfactory  examination 
in  their  Freshman  year. 

Students  will  be  admitted  to  the  Senior  Class  who  present  certifi- 
cates from  any  recognized  dental  college  of  attendance  upon  two 
full  courses  of  lectures,  and  of  having  passed  satisfactory  exami- 
nations. 

A  diploma  from  a  reputable  medical  college  shall  entitle  its  holder 
to  enter  the  Junior  Class  in  this  College.  He  will  be  excused  from 
attending  upon  lectures  and  examinations  on  the  following  subjects: 
Physiology,  Chemistry,  Anatomy,  Materia  Medica,  Therapeutics 
and   Surgery. 

Seats. 

Students  are  allowed  to  select  seats  in  the  lecture  room  in  the 
order  in  which  they  matriculate,  and  each  student  is  expected  to 
occupy  the  seat  selected  during  the  session.  Those  matriculating 
early  get  the  best  seats. 

Requirements  for  Graduation. 

This  College  is  a  member  of  and  conforms  to  the  requirements 
for  graduates  of  the  National  Association  of  Dental  Faculties  of 
the  United  States. 

The  candidate  must  be  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  of  good 
moral  character.  He  must  have  attended  three  courses  of  lectures 
of  thirty-two  weeks  each  in  different  years,  the  last  of  which  must 
be  in  this  institution. 

One  course  of  practical  anatomy  is  required  of  every  candidate. 

Such  courses  as  he  may  have  attended  in  any  other  reputable 
Dental  College  will  be  accepted.     He  must  perform  operations  in  this 
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College  in  both  operative  and  mechanical  dentistry  and  give  evidence 
of  his  skill  and  ability  in  treating  the  derangements  that  may  be 
submitted  to  his  care. 

He  must  pass  an  examination  in  all  branches  taught,  fully  up 
to  the  standard  adopted  by  the  Faculty.  Final  examination  fee  to 
be  paid  before  beginning  the  examination.  The  Faculty,  however,  de- 
sires it  fully  understood  that  while  any  student  who  has  complied  with 
the  technical  requisition,  viz.:  matriculation,  attendance  upon  lec- 
tures, clinics,  etc.,  may  appear  before  them  for  examination,  they 
reserve  for  themselves,  and  will  exercise  the  right,  of  making  moral 
as  well  as  professional  qualifications  an  element  in  their  decision. 
Open  irregularity  of  conduct,  negligence,  habitual  and  prolonged 
absence  from  lectures  will  always  be  regarded  as  an  obstacle  to  the 
attainment  of  a  degree. 

Examinations. 

Intermediate  examinations  will  be  held  November  16,  December 
18,  and  February  25,  to  determine  the  progress  made. 

All  students  will  be  examined  at  the  close  of  each  session  between 
May  10th  and  26th  and  a  certificate  of  advancement  issued  when 
such  examination  has  been  satisfactory,  and  said  student  has  con- 
formed to  the  requirements  of  this  school. 

The  examination  of  Seniors  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Dental 
Surgery  will  be  upon  all  branches  taught,  except  students  who  enter 
from  schools  having  graded  courses  and  have  successfully  passed 
final  examination  in  certain  branches  during  their  Freshman  or 
Junior  years.

ANNUAL  ANNOUNCEMENT 


The  next  regular  session  of  the  Southern  Dental  College  will 
open  Monday,  the  second  of  October,  1916,  and  close  Monday,  May  30, 
1917. 

The  Southern  Dental  College  is  purely  a  dental  school — com- 
plete within  itself — with  its  own  buildings  and  equipment,  its  dental 
branches  taught  by  practicing  dentists.  .Ill  lectures  are  given  to  the 
dental  students  separate  from  any  medical  class,  but  by  special  arrange- 
ment with  the  medical  college  located  on  the  ground  adjoining  our 
buildings,  our  students  have  an  opportunity  of  attending  any  lecture 
or  surgical  operation  in  this  college  or  hospitals  connected  therewith 
absolutely  free  of  charge.  Also,  the  Grady  Hospital,  which  belongs  to 
the  city  and  is  the  largest  charity  hospital  in  the  State  of  Georgia, 
having  at  all  times  several  hundred  patients,  is  located  directly  across 
the  street  from  the  Southern  Dental  College.  Our  students  have 
the  privilege  also  of  visiting  the  clinics  in  this  hospital. 

These  are  advantages  which  no  other  school  in  the  State  can  offer, 
and  must  of  necessity  give  the  student  of  the  SOUTHERN  Dental  Col- 
LKGK  superior  opportunities  in  learning  this  great  specialty  of  medicine. 

Points  of  Interest 

The  Southern  Dental  College  is  the  oldest  and  best  equipped 
dental  school  in  the  State.  No  other  dental  college  in  this  Stale  owns 
its  own  buildings,  designed  and  erected  for  teaching  the  specialty  of 
dentistry  alone.  Xo  other  school  of  its  kind  in  the  State  has  its  anatom- 
ical rooms  in  the  buildings  on  the  college  grounds. 

J  he  advantages  offered  in  our  chemical,  bacteriological  and  histolog- 
ical laboratories  are  the  very  best. 

Before  a  graduate  can  legally  practice,  he  must  secure  his  license 
by  passing  an  examination  before  a  State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners. 
Prom  official  statistics,  it  is  shown  that  the  graduates  from  the  South- 
ern Dental  College  for  a  number  of  years  past  have  made  fewer  fail- 
ures in  passing  examinations  before  State  Boards  than  any  other  college 
in  the  South  graduating  an  canal  number  of  students.

Surgical  Clinics 

(  )ur  surgical  clinics  are  among  the  largest  of  any  college;  are  given 
daily  from  i  :oo  to  5:00  p.m.,  and  offer  the  best  possible  opportunity 
of  learning  the  various  diseases  of  the  Oral  Cavity.  Being  situated 
opposite  the  City's  Public  Hospital  and  adjoining  the  Atlanta  Medical 
College,  Department  of  Emory  University,  we  have  referred  to  us  the 
largest  and  most  varied  amount  of  clinical  material  of  possibly  any 
college  in  the  country. 

Our  Surgical  Amphitheater 

In  this  connection  we  take  pleasure  in  calling  special  attention  to 
our  Surgical  Amphitheater.  This  amphitheater  is  equipped  with  all 
modern  apparatus  and  specially  illuminated  with  electricity — thus  giv- 
ing the  student  superior  advantages  in  receiving  clinical  demonstrations 
in  Oral  Surgery,  such  as  treatment  of  fractures  of  the  jaw,  removing 
impacted  wisdom  teeth,  tumors  of  the  face  and  mouth,  operations  for 
cleft  palate,  etc. 

No  other  dental  college  in  the  State  has  the  facilities  or  equipment 
for  teaching  this  valuable  feature  of  dentistry. 

As  an  Educational  Center 

There  is  no  city  on  the  continent  that  possesses  greater  advantages 
for  a  complete  dental  education  than  Atlanta.  A  city  noted  for  its 
schools,  colleges  and  universities,  its  hospitals,  dispensaries,  libraries, 
public  and  private  lectures,  and  its  social  and  religious  advantages  place 
it  eminently  ahead  of  any  city  of  its  size  in  the  United  States. 

Situation  and  Healthfulness 

Atlanta  is  one  of  the  most  delightfully  situated  cities  in  the  I  nited 
States,  and  her  climate  is  unsurpassed  by  any  other  city.  Being  situ- 
ated on  the  Piedmont  Plateau,  it  is  very  pleasant  in  summer,  and  yet 
very  mild  in  winter,  making  it  exceedingly  desirable  to  those  who  wish 
to  seek  refuge  from  the  more  rigorous  climate  of  the  North  and  West 
and  at  the  same  time  enable  them  to  take  a  course  of  lectures  in  an 
institution  whose  advantages  are  unsurpassed  by  any  school  of  den- 
tistry in  the  world. 

Railroad  Facilities 

As  a  railroad  center,  Atlanta  is  the  Chicago  of  the  Smith,  and 
students  can  reach  Atlanta  more  easily  and  directly  from  all  points  of 
the  compass  than  any  other  city  in  the  South. 
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Infirmary 

The  arrangement  of  the  interior  of  the  SOUTHERN  DENTAL  COLLEGE 
is  such  that  facilities  are  provided  for  the  thorough  education  of  the 
student  in  every  important  detail  of  his  professional  work.  The  clinical 
operating  room  occupies  one  entire  floor  of  the  main  building",  giving 
a  floor  space  of  between  4,000  and  5,000  square  feet,  and  furnished 
with  latest  pattern  Wilkerson  and  Diamond  operating  chairs,  each  pro- 
vided with  a  fountain  cuspidor,  with  running  water  attached.  Each 
chair  is  provided  with  a  bracket  arm.  and  table  for  holding  instruments, 
besides  a  separate  table  for  the  instrument  case.  A  complete  locker 
system  in  connection  with  the  operative  clinic  furnishes  means  for  the 
storage  of  instruments  when  not  in  use.  In  the  fitting  up  of  the  operat- 
ing room,  the  aim  has  been  to  make  the  appointments  as  nearly  as  pos- 
sible like  those  of  a  first-class  private  office,  so  that  from  the  beginning 
of  his  course  the  student  is  familiarized  with  the  conditions  he  will 
meet  in  actual  practice. 

Junior  Laboratory 

In  this  department  is  taught  every  feature  of  modern  crown  and 
bridge  work,  metal  plate  work,  cast  metal  dentures  and  porcelain  work. 

The  model  to  be  used  this  year  f  ir  the  crown  and  bridge  technic  is 
composed  of  bone  teeth  set  in  a  vulcanite  base  lined  externally  with 
velum  rubber,  making  it  as  nearly  like  human  teeth  as  it  is  possible  to 
attain.  This  enables  the  student  to  learn  how  to  do  practical  work, 
and  necessitates  accurate  occlusion. 

We  feel  sure  that  few  schools  require  such  up-to-date  technic  mod- 
els. It  is  our  endeavor  to  add  all  modern  practical  methods  of  crown 
and  bridge  work  to  our  technic,  to  enable  our  students  to  be  fully 
abreast  of  the  times. 

Also  in  this  department  is  taught  the  method  of  constructing  obtu- 
rators. All  this  work  is  under  the  direct  supervision  of  skillful  demon- 
strators, who  carry  the  Junior  Class  by  section  through  this  complete 
course,  which  is  superior  to  the  average  post-graduate  course  taught 
in  regular  post-graduate  schools. 

These  are  some  of  the  advantages  offered  Junior  students  in  this 
college. 

Electric  Projecting  Lantern 

We  use  an  electric  projecting  lantern  and  refleCtoscope  of  the  latest 
and  most  improved  design,  with  microscope  attachment  to  illustrate  the 
various  characters  of  pathological  conditions  of  the  oral  cavity.  By 
this  method  of  throwing  upon  the  canvas  an  exact  photograph  (highly 
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magnified  )  of  the  tissues  and  diseases  under  discussion,  the  student  is 
enabled  at  once  to  grasp  the  thought,  and  when  coming  in  contact  with 
the  disease  in  after  practice,  diagnosis  is  very  much  simplified. 

Thoughts  which  can  be  transmitted  through  the  vision  as  well  as 
by  hearing  are  far  more  impressive  than  by  hearing  alone. 

Private  Lockers 

Private  lockers  are  in  the  infirmary,  in  which  the  student  can  insure 
the  safety  of  his  instruments,  books,  etc. 

Lecture  Halls 

The  lecture  halls  are  well  lighted  and  capable  of  seating  several 
hundred  students. 

Special  attention  is  given  to  heating  and  ventilation  of  our  build- 
ings and  hygienic  care  of  our  lecture  halls. 

Histological,  Pathological  and  Bacteriological  Laboratory 

The  Histological,  Pathological  and  Bacteriological  Laboratory  is 
in  charge  of  the  professor  of  Practical  Histology,  Pathology  and 
Bacteriology,  and  is  completely  equipped  with  the  latest  improved  in- 
cubators, sterilizers,  microscopes,  etc. ;  and  the  students  are  afforded 
every  opportunity  of  staining  and  mounting  Histological  and  Patholog- 
ical specimens,  also  of  making  bacteriological  investigations  from  a 
practical  standpoint,  giving  them  a  clear  understanding  of  the  changes 
which  take  place  under  conditions  of  disease  as  compared  with  health. 

We  encourage  the  taking  of  speciments  from  all  doubtful  and  sus- 
picious conditions  and  having  cultures  and  vaccines  made,  thereby  put- 
ting our  knowledge  of  Bacteriology  into  every  day  practice  in  order  to 
better  serve  mankind. 

X-Ray 

During  the  session  the  use  of  the  X-Ray  in  the  mouth  will  be  demon- 
strated, photographing  the  roots  of  teeth,  locating  unerupted  and  cases 
of  delayed  eruption,  and  many  abnormal  conditions  and  malposed  teeth. 

By  the  improved  methods  of  doing  this  work  a  great  deal  of  useful 
information  may  be  had,  whereby  the  successful  diagnosing  of  other- 
wise difficult  cases  could  not  be  done. 
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COURSE  OF  STUDY 


Anatomy  and  Oral  Surgery 

PROF.  WM.  PERRIN  NICOLSON,  M.D. 

Anatomy  is  taught  in  a  thorough  and  practical  manner.  The  lec- 
tures on  this  fundamental  branch  of  medical  and  dental  learning  will 
be  amply  illustrated  with  preparations,  models,  plates,  drawings  and 
dissected  cadaver.  Special  attention  will  be  given  to  the  descriptive 
anatomy  of  the  head,  face  and  neck.  Dissecting  material  will  be  fur- 
nished in  abundance. 

Dissecting  of  the  cadaver  is  positively  required  by  the  National  As- 
sociation of  Dental  Faculties  of  all  students  before  applying  for  gradu- 
ation.    This  must  be  complied  with. 

Oral  Surgery 

Oral  Surgery  embraces  a  full  series  of  lectures  on  the  principles  of 
surgery.  Also  various  clinics  of  surgical  diseases  of  face,  including 
cleft  palate,  sarcoma  of  jaw,  fractured  maxilla,  etc.,  will  from  time  to 
time  be  given. 

Physiology 
PROF.  DeLOS  L.  HILL,  D.D.S. 

The  course  in  Physiology  will  be  more  comprehensive  and  will  be 
more  plainly  detailed  than  ever  before.  The  Histological  structure 
of  the  tissues  and  organs  will  be  examined  in  the  laboratory,  enabling 
the  student  to  differentiate  the  tissues. 

The  anatomy  of  the  organs  will  be  described  and  their  examination 
made,  giving  a  clear  understanding  of  the  physiological  action  of  each. 
The  innervation  of  the  oral  cavity  and  dental  organs  will  be  carefully 
covered,  as  well  as  the  general  physiological  action  of  the  different 
parts  of  the  body. 

Chemistry 

PROF  C.  C.  AVEN,  M.D.,  Ph.G. 

This  department  is  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  professor  in 
charge,  and  it  will  be  the  object  of  this  chair  to  acquaint  the  student 
with  the  must  important  facts  and  principles  of  modern  Chemistry. 

In  this  course  the  student  will  be  required  to  know  the  chemical 
and  physical  characteristics  of  the  more  important  substances,  and 
especially  those  having  practical  relation  to  Dental  Science. 
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The  student  will  be  taught  both  inorganic  and  organic  chemistry, 
and  this  will  he  accomplished  by  didactic  lectures  and  practical  labora- 
tory work.  Special  attention  will  be  given  to  that  class  of  compounds 
in  chemistry  which  prevent  septic  decomposition,  also  to  anaesthetics, 
both  local  and  general. 

There  will  be  a  special  course  given  in  URINALYSIS,  thereby 
familiarizing  the  student  with  those  things  found  in  the  urine  that  may 
have  a  bearing  on  the  diseases  of  the  oral  cavity. 

Chemical  Laboratory 

The  class  will  be  divided  into  sections  for  this  work,  and  will  re- 
ceive special  instruction  in  chemical  experiments,  and  also  in  the  manu- 
facture and  use  of  such  substances  as  pertain  to  the  dental  profession. 
The  methods  of  making  the  various  anesthetics  will  be  demonstrated, 
such  as  nitrous  oxide  gas,  ether,  cocaine,  novocaine,  etc.  In  this  labora- 
tory both  normal  and  pathological  urine  will  be  studies  as  to  their  con- 
stituents. Other  work  will  be  carried  on  at  various  times,  mainiy  fol- 
lowing the  didactic  lectures  that  are  given  in  chemistry. 

Physiological  and  Pharmacological  Laboratory 

This  work  will  be  done  this  year  with  a  review  of  those  parts  of 
physiology  essential  to  the  dental  student. 

There  will  also  he  experiments  showing  to  the  student  the  normal 
.'ction  of  heart,  muscle,  nerve,  etc.  How  the}  respond  to  the  various 
stimuli  and  records  will  be  kept  by  the  students  to  show  the  work  done, 
and  these  records  will  he  examined  at  intervals  by  the  instructor. 

Clinical  Laboratory 

The  Senior  Class  will  receive  a  special  course  of  clinical  instruction 
throughout  the  year.  Small  groups  of  students  will  he  given  daily 
work  by  an  instructor,  showing  them  the  many  ways  of  obtaining  speci- 
mens, methods  of  examining  them,  etc.  This  includes  such  as  making 
blood  counts,  saliva  analysis,  smears,  staining  and  identifying  the  dif- 
ferent forms  of  bacteria.  These  specimens  are  obtained  from  the 
patients  that  present  themselves  to  the  clinic  for  treatment,  thus  famil- 
iarizing the  student  in  a  practical  manner  with  the  various  forms  of 
bacteria  and  other  organisms  found  in  the  mouth. 

Operative  Dentistry 

PROF.  FRANK  HOLLAND,  M.D. 
ASSocrATE,  PROF.  M.  F.  FOSTER,  D.D.S. 
The  teaching  from  this  chair  includes  complete,  practical  and  theo- 
retical course  of  instruction. 


In  the  matter  of  filling  teeth,  the  utmost  pains  and  care  is  taken  to 
teach  by  lectures  and  practical  demonstrations  the  best  methods  in 
vogue  for  this  purpose. 

Not  only  cast  fillings  and  inlay  synthetic  work,  but  the  various 
methods  of  condensing  gold,  demonstrating  die  automatic  mallet,  hand- 
pressure,  hand-malleting,  engine-malleting,  and  that  of  the  electro- 
magnet mallets  is  carefully  shown  and  explained. 

Great  pains  is  taken  to  demonstrate  the  value  and  use  of  various 
materials  used  in  filling  and  preserving  the  natural  teeth.  Every  op- 
portunity is  given  the  student  to  do  practical  work  in  learning  this 
most  important  branch  of  dentistry. 

Prosthetic  Dentistry,  Porcelain  and  Metallurgy 

PROF.  II.  HERBERT  JOHNSON,  D.D.S. 
ASSOCIATE,  B.  B.  TODD 

The  object  of  this  branch  is  to  give  such  instruction  as  will  enable 
the  student  to  construct  artificial  teeth  in  the  best  manner  possible  to 
serve  as  substitutes  for  the  natural  organs.  Nothing  will  be  omitted 
that  would  aid  in  imparting-  a  thorough  knowledge  of  this  branch  of 
dentistry. 

The  mode  of  teaching  will  be  by  lectures  and  clinical  demonstrations 
upon  practical  cases,  with  which  the  infirmary  will  lie  abundantly  sup- 
plied. 

The  construction  of  sets  of  teeth,  mounted  on  plates  of  gold,  silver, 
aluminum  and  vulcanite  rubber,  as  well  as  interdental  splints,  for  set- 
ting loose  teeth  and  broken  jaws,  will  be  made  subjects  of  lectures,  ex- 
periments and  demonstrations. 

One  of  the  most  important  features  of  this  course  will  be  a  series 
of  lectures  and  demonstrations  in  the  later  and  more  advanced  pro- 
cesses of  bridge  work,  both  fixed  and  removable,  and  all  the  best 
methods  of  mounting  artificial  crowns  of  gold,  porcelain  and  platinum 
upon  the  roots  of  natural  teeth.  Over  one  hundred  carefully  prepared 
charts  and  models  will  be  used  to  demonstrate  these  lectures.  Cast 
fillings,  crowns  and  bridges  will  receive  due  attention. 

Metallurgy — In  this  branch  the  student  will  be  made  acquainted 
with  the  properties  of  the  different  metals  and  alloys  and  their  prepara- 
tion. The  pure  metallic  elements  will  be  exhibited  and  many  interest- 
ing experiments  made. 

The  making  of  alloys  and  tempering  instruments  will  be  demon- 
strated. 

Special  attention  will  be  paid  to  the  occlusion  of  teeth,  both  natural 
and  artificial,  that  the  best  possible  results  may  be  obtained  in  the  con- 
struction of  artificial  dentures. 
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Porcelain 

The  manipulation  and  use  of  Porcelain  for  filling  teeth  will  be 
given  special  attention.  High,  medium  and  low  fusing  porcelain 
enamels  will  be  used  in  practical  cases  so  as  to  illustrate  their  several 
advantages.  The  mechanical  construction  and  baking  of  porcelain 
crown  and  bridge  work  will  receive  careful  explanation,  and  the  student 
familiarized  with  their  several  advantages. 

In  addition  to  these  lectures  and  demonstrations  by  the  professor 
of  this  branch,  all  these  methods  will  be  taught  and  practically  demon- 
strated by  competent  instructors  who  supervise  the  work  in  the  labora- 
tories and  at  the  chair. 

Materia  Medica,  Therapeutics  and  Radiography 

PROF.  M.  I).  HUFF.  D.D.S.,  A.B. 

Under  the  bead  of  Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics  a  full  series 
of  lectures  will  be  given,  and  the  student  will  be  expected  to  become 
familiar  with  the  various  methods  and  substances  which  are  employed 
in  the  treatment  of  disease,  also  the  principles  which  govern  the  ad- 
ministration and  the  effect  of  medicinal  agents  when  used  to  overcome 
pathological  conditions.  Prescription  writing,  as  needed  in  Dental 
Surgery,  will  be  emphasized.  The  student  will  be  expected  to  be  able 
in  his  Senior  year  to  write  correctly  proper  prescriptions  for  relief  of 
pain,  for  mouth  washes,  dentifrices,  etc. 

General  Pathology  and  Practice 

PROF.  SHEPPAR1)  W.  FOSTER.  D.D.S. 

It  is  not  only  the  design  of  this  chair  to  consider,  as  far  as  practi- 
cable, pathological  conditions  in  general  as  they  exist,  but  a  special 
thorough  course  of  instruction  is  given  relative  to  the  various  morbid 
conditions  of  the  oral  cavity,  and  all  the  diseases  which  fall  under  this 
treatment  of  the  practitioner  of  dentistry.  All  minor  surgical  opera- 
tions that  come  in  the  usual  practice  of  dentistry,  such  as  surgical  re- 
moval of  impacted  teeth,  setting  fractured  maxilla?,  etc.,  as  well  as  the 
methods  of  conducting  a  successful  dental  practice  is  clearly  demon- 
strated. 

Practical  Histology,  Pathology  and  Bacteriology 

PROF.  CLAUDE  A.  SMITH,  M.I). 

The  course  in  Histology  covers  the  development  and  structure  of 
the  tissues  of  the  body,  with  special  attention  to  the  structure  of  the 
teeth,  salivary  glands,  and  the  tissues  of  the  mouth  in  general. 

In  Pacteriology  the  student  receives  personal  instruction  in  making 
the  various  culture  media,  methods  of  staining  bacteria,  and  their  ap- 
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pearance  under  the  microscope.     Special  attention  is  given  to  the  ex- 
amination of  the  bacteria  of  the  mouth. 

In  Pathology  the  student  is  given  sections  showing-  the  changes  in 
tissues  due  to  pathological  lesions,  changes  produced  by  the  decay  of 
the  teeth,  etc.,  and  other  conditions  of  the  oral  cavity. 

Pathology  and  Oral  Surgery 

PROF.  G.  V.  I.  BROWN.  A.B.,  D.D.S.,  M.D.,  CM. 

This  course  is  arranged  in  accordance  with  the  belief  that  consulta- 
tion and  co-operation  between  dentists,  oral  surgeons  and  those  whose 
practices  are  limited  to  other  divisions  of  medical  practice  must  become 
more  and  more  frequent  as  the  intimate  and  important  relation  which 
diseases  of  the  mouth  bear  to  pathological  affections  of  other  parts  and 
to  the  organism  as  a  whole  becomes  more  generally  understood.  With 
this  end  in  view,  students  are  given  an  opportunity  to  become  familiar 
with  the  diagnostic  indications  of  diseases  within  the  special  field  of  the 
mouth  and  associated  parts,  as  well  as  general  diseases  which  affect 
or  may  be  affected  by  such  pathologic  conditions.  This  division  of 
the  work  will  be  broadly  covered  by  Professors  Nicolson  and  Foster, 
supplemented  by  a  special  course  of  lectures  by  Dr.  Brown,  of  Mil- 
waukee, and  made  essentially  practical  by  large  numbers  of  illustrations 
from  cases  in  actual  practice  covering  every  important  division  of  the 
subject.  Clinical  operations  are  conducted  at  the  Oral  Surgical  Amphi- 
theater, and  at  hospitals  also,  in  order  that  students  may  learn  by  actual 
observation  and  experience  the  detail  of  modern  surgical  asepsis  as  con- 
ducted in  up-to-date  hospitals.  The  experience  of  the  Oral  Surgical 
Clinical  Course  in  the  past  has  proven  that  Atlanta  offers  unusual  op- 
portunities in  this  direction.  Many  rare  and  interesting  cases  are  op- 
erated upon  annually  before  the  classes,  such  as  are  not  commonly 
found  in  the  surgical  clinics  of  dental  colleges. 

They  include  operations  for  different  forms  of  cleft  palate,  hare- 
lip, bony  and  fibrous  ankylosis  of  the  lower  jaw,  resections  of  maxilla, 
tic  douloureux,  and  allied  trigeminal  affections ;  tumors  empyemia  of 
the  maxillary  sinus,  impacted  teeth,  and  the  treatment  of  nervous  and 
other  general  affections  due  to  infection,  or  nerve  irritation  arising  in 
the  buccal  cavity. 

Orthodontia 

PROF.  CLINTON  C.  HOWARD,  D.D.S. 
Orthodontia  having  reached  that  stage  of  perfection  which  demands 
the  recognition  of  both  the  Dental  and  Medical  world,  will  receive  care- 
ful attention  in  its  teachings.     The  student  is  made  to  see  this  science 
in  its  true  light ;  no  longer  is  he  allowed  to  view  it  from  the  standpoint 
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of  the  mere  straightening  of  crooked  teeth,  but  he  must  feel  the  signi- 
ficance of  normal  occlusion  as  being  responsible  for  the  normal  develop- 
ment of  the  bones  of  the  face,  and  especially  is  he  taught  those  phases 
of  the  science  which  demand  the  co-operation  of  the  Rhinologist,  so 
essential  to  both,  in  restoring  normal  breathing. 

This  course  is  thoroughly  covered  by  illustrated  lantern  lectures  that 
the  student  may  grasp  the  full  meaning  of  this  most  beautiful  and  fas- 
cinating branch  of  Dentistry. 
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Oral  Hygiene,  Oral  Prophylaxis  and  Alveolar  Pyorrhea 

PROF.  J.  RUSSELL  MITCHELL,  D.D.S. 

The  object  of  this  chair  is  to  teach  by  lectures,  experimentation  and 
clinical  demonstration,  the  importance  of  oral  cleanliness,  and  its  rela- 
tion to  the  general  health  of  the  individual.  Also  the  operative  technic 
of  Oral  Prophylaxis  will  be  demonstrated  among  the  students,  thus 
letting  them  feel  the  satisfaction  of  a  clean  mouth. 

Alveolar  Pyorrhea  is  taught  in  the  most  modern  and  scientific  way, 
including  both  its  surgical  and  therapeutic  treatment,  so  that  the  stu- 
dent may  be  able  to  save  many  teeth  that  have  hitherto  been  extracted 
without  question. 

The  importance  of  these  subjects  cannot  be  overestimated,  and  a 
knowledge  of  them  will  be  a  great  blessing  to  humanity  as  well  as  a 
deep  satisfaction  to  the  dentist  himself. 

Local  Anesthesia 

PROF.  MARCELLUS  M.  FORBES,  D.D.S. 

Local  anesthesia  having  reached  that  stage  of  perfection  which 
demands  the  recognition  of  the  dental  profession,  will  receive  careful 
and  painstaking  attention   in   its   teachings.      The   student  is  made  to 
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see  the  importance  of  this  form  of  anesthesia  for  painless  operations 
in  the  oral  cavity. 

The  importance  of  this  subject  cannot  he  overestimated.  Particu- 
larly is  it  of  vital  importance  from  the  standpoint  of  conductive  anes- 
thesia, and  a  thorough  knowledge  of  its  usefulness  will  he  a  great  bless- 
ing to  suffering  humanity.  Many  operations  can  he  performed  without 
pain  to  the  patient,  such  as  removing  impacted  teeth,  pulp  extirpation, 
lancing  abscesses,  treating  pyorrhea,  and  the  removal  of  cysts  and 
tumors. 

This  course  is  thoroughly  covered  both  from  the  lecture  stand  and 
clinical  demonstrations.  Each  student  will  be  taught  how  and  will 
be  required  to  make  the  different  injections,  such  as  mandibular,  buccal, 
posterior  superior  dental,  middle  superior  dental,  anterior  superior 
dental,  posterior  palatine,  and  infiltration. 

Books  and  Instruments 

The  books,  instruments  and  mechanical  tools,  including  a  dental 
engine,  which  are  needed  by  the  students  in  the  infirmary  and  labora- 
tory, will  cost  from  $95  to  $150 
and  may  be  used  in  after  prac- 
tice. Students  will  save  money 
by  buying  their  books,  instru- 
ments, etc.,  after  reaching  the 
city,  as  students'  cases,  with 
such  instruments  as  they  need, 
can  be  secured  at  a  discount. 
Those  who  have  books,  instru- 
ments, dental  engine,  or  labora- 
tory tools,  should  bring:  them.

Students  should  have  at  least  one  standard  work  on  each  branch 
taught,  giving  the  preference  to  first  mentioned  on  list,  except  where 
one  is  dentistry  and  the  other  medicine;  then  he  should  have  both. 
The  necessary  text-books  can  be  purchased  for  from  $20.00  to  $35.00. 

Requirements  for  Admission 

The  candidate  for  matriculation  must  present  a  certificate  equiv- 
alent to  graduation  from  an  accredited  high  school  or  pass  a  preliminary 
examination  as  to  English  education,  and  give  satisfactory  evidence  of 
good  moral  character.  Examinations  may  he  given  and  passed  on  by 
an  authorized  examiner  before  applicant  leaves  home,  and  on  presenta- 
tion of  a  certificate  of  having  thus  passed  a  satisfactory  examination,  he 
will  be  admitted.  A  diploma  from  a  reputable  institution  will  be  suffi- 
cient without  further  examination. 

Advanced  Standing 

Students  will  be  admitted  to  the  Junior  Class  who  present  certifi- 
cates from  a  recognized  dental  college  of  attendance  upon  one  full 
course  of  lectures,  and  of  having  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  in 
their  Freshman  year. 

Students  will  be  admitted  to  the  Senior  Class  who  present  certifi- 
cates from  any  recognized  dental  college  of  attendance  upon  two  full 
courses  of  lectures,  and  of  having  passed  satisfactory  examinations. 

A  diploma  from  a  reputable  medical  college  shall  entitle  its  holder 
to  enter  the  Junior  Class  in  this  College.  He  will  be  excused  from  at- 
tendance upon  lectures  and  examinations  on  the  following  subjects: 
Physiology,  Chemistry,  Anatomy,  Materia  Medica,  Therapeutics,  and 
Surgery. 

Seats 

Students  are  allowed  to  select  seats  in  the  lecture  room  in  the  order 
in  which  they  matriculate,  and  each  student  is  expected  to  occupy  the 
seat  selected  during  the  session.  Those  matriculating  early  get  the  best 
seats. 

Requirements  for  Graduation 

This  College  is  a  member  of  and  conforms  to  the  requirements  for 
graduates  of  the  National  Association  of  Dental  Faculties  of  the  United 
States. 

The  candidate  must  be  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  of  good  moral 
character.  He  must  have  attended  three  courses  of  lectures  of  thirty- 
two  weeks  each  in  different  years,  the  last  of  which  must  he  in  this  in- 
stitution. 


(  )ne  course  of  practical  anatomy  is  required  of  every  candidate. 

Such  courses  as  he  may  have  attended  in  any  other  reputable  Dental 
College  will  be  accepted.  He  must  perform  operations  in  this  College 
in  both  operative  and  mechanical  dentistry  and  give  evidence  of  his 
skill  and  ability  in  treating  the  derangements  that  may  be  submitted  to 
his  care. 

He  must  pass  an  examination  in  all  branches  taught,  fully  up  to  the 
standard  adopted  by  the  Faculty.  Final  examination  fee  to  be  paid  be- 
fore beginning  the  examination.  The  Faculty,  however,  desires  it  fully 
understood  that  while  any  student  who  has  complied  with  the  technical 
requisition,  viz. :  matriculation,  attendance  upon  lectures,  clinics,  etc., 
may  appear  before  them  for  examination,  they  reserve  for  themselves, 
and  will  exercise  the  right,  of  making  moral  as  well  as  professional 
qualifications  an  element  in  their  decision.  Open  irregularity  of  con- 
duct, negligence,  habitual  and  prolonged  absence  from  lectures  will  al- 
ways be  regarded  as  an  obstacle  to  the  attainment  of  a  degree. 

Examinations 

Intermediate  examinations  will  be  held  November  16,  December  18, 
and  February  25,  to  determine  the  progress  made. 

All  students  will  be  examined  at  the  close  of  each  session  between 
May  10  and  26,  and  a  certificate  of  advancement  issued  when  such  ex- 
amination has  been  satisfactory,  and  said  student  has  conformed  to  the 
requirements  of  this  school. 

The  examination  of  Seniors  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Dental 
Surgery  will  be  upon  all  branches  taught,  except  students  who  enter 
from  schools  having  graded  courses  and  have  successfully  passed  final 
examination  in  certain  branches  during  their  Freshman  or  Junior  years.

From  this  Chair  will  be  taught  all  the  methods  of  filling  teeth  with  the 
various  materials  used  for  this  purpose.  Especial  attention  will  be  paid  to 
correct  cavity  preparation,  as  indicated  by  the  most  modern  methods.  This 
will  be  illustrated  with  lantern  slides  and  large  models. 

Pathology  of  the  hard  tissues  which  are  most  intimately  associated  with 
this  subject  will  be  taught  as  a  co-relative  branch. 

The  work  of  this  Chair  will  be  augmented  by  a  thorough  technic  course, 
clinical  demonstrations,  and  quizzes. 

GENERAL  PATHOLOGY 

Prof.  Sheppard  W.  Foster,  D.D.S. 

It  is  not  only  the  design  of  this  Chair  to  consider,  as  far  as  practicable, 
pathological  conditions  in  general  as  they  exist,  but  a  thorough  course  of  in- 
struction is  given  relative  to  the  various  morbid  conditions  of  the  oral  cavity, 
and  all  the  diseases  which  fall  under  the  treatment  of  the  practitioner  of  den- 
tistry. 

It  is  a  recognized  fact  that  diseases  of  the  mouth  and  teeth,  with  their 
great  variety  of  bacterial  infection,  are  directly  responsible  for  many  serious 
disturbances  throughout  the  body.  Common  among  them  may  be  mentioned 
rheumatism,  diseases  of  the  lungs,  heart,  stomach,  kidneys,  etc.  Special  at- 
tention is  given  to  the  effect  of  mouth  infection  upon  these  diseases,  and 
its  influence  upon  the  general  health  of  the  individual. 

ORAL  SURGERY 

Prof.  Thos.  P.  Hinman,  D.D.S. 
S.  L.  Silverman,  D.D.S.,  Associate 

The  rapid  strides  that  Dentistry  has  made  during  the  past  decade  has 
been  due  largely  to  the  epoch-making  advances  in  Oral  Surgery. 

From  this  Chair  are  taught  the  principles  of  Surgery,  asepsis,  and  anti- 
sepsis, as  applied  to  surgical  treatment  of  the  mouth  and  jaws. 
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Special  attention  will  be  given  to  Oral  Surgery  as  it  has  developed  in 
the  war  hospitals  of  France  and  England. 

The  lectures  are  largely  illustrated  by  lantern  slides,  and,  whenever  pos- 
sible, by  pictures  taken  abroad  in  the  War  Zone.  They  will  also  be  supple- 
mented by  a  Surgical  Clinic,  held  in  the  College  Amphitheatre,  where  opera- 
tions on  cleft  palate,  harelip,  tumors  of  the  jaws,  etc.,  will  be  performed. 


DENTAL  HISTOLOGY 

Prof.  Percy  T.  Dashwood,  D.D.S. 

Dental  Histology  is  microscopic  anatomy,  and  deals  with  the  formation 
and  development  of  the  teeth.  The  practical  dentist,  appreciating  as  he  does 
the  value  of  a  thorough  familiarity  with  tooth  formation  and  its  future  rela- 
tion to  disease  and  possible  need  of  filling  when  decay  occurs,  can  and  does 
present  the  subject  to  the  student  in  such  a  manner  as  the  general  histologist 
cannot  hope  to  do.  To  do  this  no  expense  has  been  spared  in  providing  a 
projective  microscope  and  stereopticon  with  an  arc  light,  whereby  the  mag- 
nified image  of  the  tissue  under  discussion  is  thrown  on  a  ten-foot  canvas  be- 
fore the  class,  the  tissue  being  enlarged  from  twelve  thousand  to  fifteen  thou- 
sand diameters.

No  specialty  in  Dentistry  has  claimed  so  much  attention  as  the  proper 
construction  and  adjustment  of  an  artificial  crown  or  bridge.  And  it  is  equally 
true  that  no  one  feature  in  Dentistry  has  been  so  grossly  abused  and  prosti- 
tuted. This  is  largely  the  result  of  the  ignorance  of  the  principles  involved, 
rather  than  from  deliberate  intention  to  impose  upon  the  patient. 

Under  the  direct  management  of  the  present  demonstrator,  who  has  been 
engaged  in  this  work  for  the  last  18  years,  this  department  has  been  enlarged 
and  equipped  with  every  essential  appliance,  and  it  has  been  very  gratifying 
to  note  the  enthusiasm  of  the  student  body  over  their  progress  in  this  branch 
of  dental  prosthesis. 
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From  the  initial  step  to  the  most  extensive  and  complicated  production 
of  the  laboratory,  the  work  proceeds  by  the  aid  of  models,  blackboard,  card 
illustrations,  and  practical  cases  for  patients  in  the  operatory.  If  the  students 
will  but  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  offered  in  this  department  there  will 
be  little  necessity  for  taking  a  post-graduate  course. 

MATERIA  MEDICA  AND  THERAPEUTICS 

Prof.  M.  D.  Huff,  D.D.S.,  A.B. 

Under  the  head  of  Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics  a  full  series  of  lec- 
tures is  given,  and  the  student  will  be  expected  to  become  familiar  with  the 
various  methods  and  substances  which  are  employed  in  the  treatment  of  dis- 
ease, also  with  the  principles  which  govern  the  administration  and  the  effect 
of  medicinal  agents  when  used  to  overcome  pathological  conditions.  Prescrip- 
tion writing,  as  needed  in  Dental  Surgery,  will  be  emphasized.  The  student 
will  be  expected  to  be  able  in  his  Senior  year  to  write  correctly  proper  pre- 
scriptions for  relief  of  pain,  for  mouth  washes,  dentifrices,  etc. 

ANESTHESIA 

Prof.  S.  L.  Silverman,  D.D.S. 

In  the  modern  practice  of  Dentistry,  where  painless  operations  are  no 
longer  a  dream  desired,  it  becomes  necessary  to  inculcate  the  theory  and  prac- 
tice of  terminal  and  conductive  Anesthesia. 

This  course  is  so  arranged  as  to  assure  every  student  a  thorough  practi- 
cal knowledge. 

General  Anesthesia  will  also  receive  the  attention  it  demands. 

Under  the  associateship  in  Oral  Surgery,  details  of  sterilization,  materials 
used  in  Surgery,  and  minute  Surgical  Technic  will  be  taught  by  diagram  and 
by  operations  on  cadaver. 

DENTAL  CERAMICS 

Prof.  M.  E.  Turner,  D.D.S. 

To  be  able  to  harmonize  aesthetic  requirements  with  permanence  of  work 
and  hygienic  conditions  is  the  ideal  of  every  progressive  dentist.  The  de- 
mand for  more  artistic  results  in  operative  work  has  been  responsible  for  the 
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rapid  developments  and  improvements  in  all  branches  of  Porcelain  Art,  and 
the  subject  is  exhaustively  treated  by  means  of  lectures,  diagrams,  models,  and 
practical  demonstrations. 

The  preparation  of  cavities,  the  treatment  of  the  different  forms  of  high, 
medium,  and  low  fusing  porcelains,  and  the  various  cementing  mediums  used 
are  thoroughly  discussed,  and  each  student  is  required  to  show  proficiency  in 
this  important  subject  by  a  course  of  laboratory  instruction  and  the  perform- 
ance of  practical  work  at  the  Chair. 

ORTHODONTIA 

Prof.  Clinton  C.  Howard,  D.D.S 

In  recent  years  this  phase  of  Dentistry  has  probably  surpassed  all  others 
in  developing  into  a  distinct  science.  The  underlying  principles  which  gov- 
ern its  practice  include  the  study  of  natural  laws  and  their  direct  influence  up- 
on mouth  and  facial  development. 

The  student  is  given  a  full  course  of  illustrated  lectures  which  not  only 
clearly  demonstrate  the  inter-dependence  of  normal  function  of  the  teeth  and 
the  formation  of  the  bones  of  the  lower  two-thirds  of  the  face,  but  also  touch 
upon  certain  elements  of  Biology,  Anatomy,  Histology,  Rhinology,  Facial  Art, 
and  other  co-related  sciences. 

The  course  is  so  arranged  as  to  permit  ample  clinical  experience  by  the 
advanced  students.  Typical  cases  of  each  classified  mal-formation  are  treated 
in  the  Orthodontic  department  of  the  operatory,  where  a  thorough  analysis  of 
diagnosis,  etiology,  and  practice  is  performed. 

X-RAY 

Prof.  DeLos  L.  Hill,  D.D.S. 

The  subject  in  general  is  taught  with  special  attention  to  the  use  of  X-ray 
in  Dentistry.  The  interpretation  of  Dental  Radiographs  will  be  taken  up  in 
detail,  and  the  value  of  X-ray  as  the  diagnostic  agent  dwelt  upon  and  illus- 
trated with  practical  cases. 

Each  student  will  be  required  to  carry  practical  cases  from  the  point  of 
exposure  to  the  development  and  interpretation  of  film  or  plate. 
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ECONOMICS 

Special  attention  is  given  to  the  business  side  of  the  practice  of  Dentis- 
try by  a  course  of  lectures  on  the  business  relations  of  the  dentist  and  the 
principles  which  are  important  to  observe  if  success  is  to  be  obtained. 

Investigation  as  to  the  relative  success  of  professional  men,  as  compared 
with  those  engaged  in  other  occupations,  reveals  conditions  which  show  the 
necessity  of  a  careful  study  by  dentists  into  those  matters  which  insure  busi- 
ness success.  The  best  methods  to  follow  and  the  details  of  a  successful  prac- 
tice will  be  thoroughly  discussed,  as  it  is  the  desire  of  this  College  that  its 
Alumni  shall  maintain  the  same  large  measure  of  success  which  has  character- 
ized them  in  the  past. 

PRACTICAL  HISTOLOGY,  PATHOLOGY, 
AND  BACTERIOLOGY 

Prof.  Claude  A.  Smith,  M.D. 

The  course  in  Histology  covers  the  development  and  structure  of  the  tis- 
sues of  the  body,  with  special  attention  to  the  structure  of  the  teeth,  salivary 
glands,  and  the  tissues  of  the  mouth  in  general. 

In  Bacteriology  the  student  receives  personal  instruction  in  making  the 
various  culture  media,  in  methods  of  staining  bacteria,  and  in  observation  of 
their  appearance  under  the  microscope.  Special  attention  is  given  to  the  ex- 
amination of  the  bacteria  of  the  mouth. 

In  Pathology  the  student  is  given  sections  showing  the  changes  in  tis- 
sues due  to  pathological  lesions,  changes  produced  by  the  decay  of  the  teeth, 
etc.,  and  other  conditions  of  the  oral  cavity. 

PROSTHETIC  DENTISTRY 

Prof.  B.  B.  Todd,  D.D.S. 

Witherspoon  Wallace,  D.D.S. ,  Associate 

Prosthetic  Dentistry  is  devoted  to  the  normal  restoration  of  lost  teeth 
and  surrounding  tissues,  which  has  been  probably  the  most  misused  branch 
of  Dentistry  in  past  years. 
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The  student  is  taught  the  various  methods  of  securing  correct  relation- 
ship of  jaws,  curves,  rotation  centers,  and  other  data  necessary  to  construct 
properly  working  dentures.  This  work  will  be  demonstrated  on  technic  mod- 
els, practical  cases,  by  illustrated  slides,  and  individual  demonstration,  so  that 
each  student  may  carry  to  completion  the  required  number  of  cases,  and  thor- 
oughly master  Prosthetic  Dentistry  in  every  detail. 

METALLURGY 

The  growing  importance  of  a  thorough  knowledge  of  all  the  materials 
used  in  the  dental  profession  is  realized.  The  course  given  embraces  the 
elementary  principles  of  Metallurgy  of  metals  used  in  Dentistry.  The  lab- 
oratory work  is  in  harmony  with  the  lectures,  and  each  student  is  required  to 
perform  simple  experiments  in  the  use  of  noble  metals  and  in  the  compound- 
ing of  alloys.  The  use  of  the  blow  pipe  is  encouraged  and  the  laboratory 
course  is  calculated  to  encourage  research  work. 

CHEMISTRY  % 

Prof.  R.  J.  Martin,  A.B.,  Ph.##a«      <f1r7r 

The  course  offered  in  this  department  is  intended  to  give"'  t^e/-a|tudent  a 
broad  foundation  in  General  Chemistry  as  related  to  Dentistry.  The^ecture 
table  is  amply  equipped,  and  the  lectures  are  illustrated  with  experiments. 
Frequent  references  are  made  to  Chemistry  as  applied  in  the  industries  and 
arts.  Systematic  drills  in  the  writing  of  equations  and  blackboard  recitations 
are  given. 

The  laboratory  is  equipped  with  a  full  set  of  apparatus  for  each  student, 
and  every  student  is  required  to  perform  the  experiments  for  himself.  The 
laboratory  work  at  all  times  is  directly  related  to  the  lectures.  It  is  expected 
that  this  work  will  equip  the  student  with  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  prin- 
ciples of  Chemistry  and  stimulate  his  faculty  of  observation  as  well  as  encour- 
age exactness  in  technique. 

ANATOMY 

Prof.  F.  K.  Boland,  A.B.,  M.D.,  F.A.C.S. 

The  Department  of  Anatomy  embraces  four  modes  of  instruction :  First, 
a  series  of  didactic  lectures,  covering  all  that  shall  be  required  of  the  student 
of  Dentistry,  graded  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  several  classes,  and  liberally  illus- 
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trated  with  charts,  diagrams,  and  blackboard  drawings;  second,  a  succession 
of  oral  recitations,  corresponding  to  important  points  of  the  course;  third,  a 
series  of  monthly  written  examinations,  calculated  to  accustom  the  student  to 
written  expressions  of  Anatomy ;  and  lastly,  practical  dissection  of  the  cadaver. 

The  ground  covered  is  an  exhaustive  study  of  the  bones,  vessels,  muscles, 
ligaments,  nervous  structures,  and  viscera  of  the  head  and  neck,  together  with 
a  general  survey  of  the  remainder  of  the  body. 

The  bones  and  muscles  are  studied  during  the  first  year,  and  the  vessels 
and  nerves  during  the  second. 

The  subject  of  Anatomy  is  carried  through  the  full  three  years,  a  method 
which  has  been  found  to  be  of  distinct  advantage  in  that  it  keeps  this  sub- 
ject fresh  in  the  student's  mind  and  aids  him  in  his  Final  and  State  Examina- 
tions. 

PHYSIOLOGY 

Prof.  R.  E.  Hinman,  M.D. 

Physiology  is  taught  by  didactic  lectures,  weekly  recitations,  and  monthly 
written  examinations — supplemented  by  practical  demonstrations.  The  lec- 
tures will  be  made  clear  by  the  free  use  of  specially  prepared  drawings,  and 
the  recitations  and  written  examinations  are  to  be  conducted  with  particular 
reference  to  the  requirements  of  the  student  of  Dentistry. 

The  scope  of  the  course  corresponds  to  that  given  in  Physiology  among 
reputable  medical  colleges,  except  that  special  emphasis  is  to  be  put  upon  the 
study  of  the  functions  of  the  teeth  and  jaws. 

ALVEOLAR  DENTAL  PYORRHCEA,  DENTAL  ETHICS 

AND  JURISPRUDENCE 

Pyorrhoea  or  Riggs  disease,  together  with  Dental  Ethics  and  Jurispru- 
dence, is  taught,  such  time  as  is  necessary  being  given  to  each  of  these  sub- 
jects. 

Alveolar  Dental  Pyorrhoea  is,  on  account  of  the  widespread  nature  of  the 
malady,  becoming  a  specialty  in  itself,  and  so  is  isolated  from  the  general 
practice  of  Dentistry. 

The  subject  will  have  special  emphasis  given  it  by  the  teacher,  who  de- 
votes himself  entirely  to  it,  and  who  will  give  the  etiology,  its  growth  and  de- 
velopment, the  treatment,  the  instruments  necessary,  and  the  general  manage- 
ment of  such  cases. 
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Material,  as  well  as  professional  success  in  Dentistry,  is  largely  dependent 
upon  the  practical  application  of  true  ethical  principles,  and  a  proper  adapta- 
tion of  these  underlying  essentials  requires  a  knowledge  of  Jurisprudence.  The 
legal  status  of  dentist  and  patient,  each  to  the  other,  has  a  direct  bearing 
upon  a  successful  practice,  and  a  knowledge  of  the  subject  possessed  by  the 
practitioner  will  enable  him  to  avoid  many  unpleasant  situations  and  condi- 
tions sure  to  present  themselves  sooner  or  later  in  his  professional  career. 

In  the  comparatively  new  era  of  Asepsis,  as  applied  to  dental  practice, 
the  various  ramifications  of  the  subject  must  be  taken  into  consideration. 
The  general  care  of  office  interiors  and  attention  to  the  aesthetic  details  of  the 
operating  rooms,  reception  rooms,  and  laboratories  will  be  considered  at 
length  and  concrete  examples  presented. 

ORAL  PROPHYLAXIS 

The  student  or  the  dentist  who  does  not  realize  the  importance  of  prop- 
erly cleansing  and  caring  for  the  teeth  and  associate  parts  has  not  learned 
the  first  principle  underlying  the  profession  he  chooses. 

Under  the  above  caption,  the  teacher  of  this  subject  will  seek  to  instill 
into  the  mind  and  to  demonstrate  accurately  and  practically  the  necessity  of 
learning  and  applying  the  methods  which  will  insure  clean  mouths  and  sound 
teeth. 

DENTAL  TECHNICS 

Instruction  in  this  department  is  designed  to  prepare  the  Freshman  Class 
for  practical  work  at  the  Chair.  All  of  the  subjects  taught  here  have  a  prac- 
tical bearing  on  Dentistry.  The  student's  time  is  not  wasted  by  having  him 
perform  numerous  tasks  which  have  no  direct  bearing  on  the  subject  of  Oper- 
ative Technics  and  Mechanical  Technics.  The  method  of  instruction  is  by 
manual  work  at  the  bench,  short  lectures,  quizzes  and  weekly  written  examin- 
ations. The  instructor  in  this  department  devotes  his  entire  time  to  the  class 
and  is  always  present  in  the  class  room,  ready  to  give  the  student  individual 
instruction  when  it  is  needed. 

Instruction  in  Operative  Technics  comprises  the  following  subjects:  (1) 
Dissection  of  the  Teeth — which  familiarizes  the  student  with  the  anatomy  of 
the  teeth;  (2)  Use  and  Nomenclature  of  Instruments; (3)  Nature,  Preparation, 
and  Manipulation  of  the  Different  Filling  Materials;   (4)   Cavity  Formation 
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and  Insertion  of  Fillings;  (5)  Removal  of  the  Dental  Pulp,  Cleansing  and 
Filling  Root  Canals;  (6)  The  Use  and  Application  of  the  Drugs  Used  in 
Dentistry. 

MECHANICAL  TECHNICS 

(l)  The  Care  and  Management  of  Mechanical  Appliances  Used  by  Den- 
tists; (2)  Construction  of  Full  Sets  of  Vulcanite  and  Cast  Metal  Dentures; 
(3)  Repairing  Broken  Dentures;  (4)  The  Use  and  Manipulation  of  Impres- 
sion Materials  and  the  Securing  of  Impressions.  (A  living  subject  is  employed 
for  the  above  work,  on  which  the  students  are  required  to  practice.) 

METHODS  OF  INSTRUCTION 

Four  Methods  of  Instruction  are  employed  by  the  Atlanta-Southern  Den- 
tal College  throughout  all  departments:  (l)  Lectures;  (2)  Recitations;  (3) 
Written  Examinations;  and  (4)  Practical  Work. 

LECTURES 

The  Lectures  are  delivered  daily  by  the  regular  professors.  These  Lec- 
tures are  carefully  prepared,  and  the  quality  of  Lecture  Work  is  a  matter  of 
earnest  and  constant  consideration  with  the  Faculty. 

RECITATIONS 

In  some  respects  quizzes  constitute  the  most  effective  teaching  that  can 
be  done,  because  they  call  the  student's  faculties  actively  into  play.  No 
amount  of  lecturing  can  replace  carefully  conducted  Recitative  Work. 

WRITTEN  EXAMINATIONS 

In  order  to  accustom  our  students  to  written  expression  of  the  knowl- 
edge they  are  acquiring  and  to  enable  the  teacher  to  know  how  the  pupil  is 
progressing,  monthly  Written  Examinations  in  all  departments  are  conducted. 
Students  thus  drilled  are  well  prepared  for  Final  and  State  Board  Examina- 
tions. 
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PRACTICAL  WORK 

The  greater  part  of  the  teaching  in  the  Atlanta-Southern  Dental  College 
is  Practical  Work,  embracing  Operative  and  Prosthetic  Technics,  Porcelain 
and  Gold  Inlays,  Crown  and  Bridge  Work,  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Ex- 
periments, Practical  Prophylaxis  and  Dissecting.  The  more  than  ample  clinic 
furnishes  the  student  every  opportunity  for  becoming  thoroughly  proficient  in 
every  department. 

ADVANTAGES 

The  operatory  of  the  Atlanta-Southern  Dental  College  is  kept  open  from 
9  A.  M.  to  1  P.  M.  throughout  the  entire  session,  affording  the  fullest  oppor- 
tunity to  students  to  learn  practical  Dentistry  without  which  one  cannot  suc- 
ceed. 

The  success  of  the  young  men  leaving  the  College  is  largely  due  to  the 
advantages  herein  mentioned. 


OPERATORY  PRACTICE 

The  Operatory  Practice  of  the  Atlanta-Southern  Dental  College  has  grown 
within  the  past  few  years  to  be  more  than  adequate  to  the  needs  of  the  School. 
This  large  practice  results  from  having  a  thoroughly  equipped  school,  located 
in  the  central  business  section  of  the  city,  provided  with  sufficient  number  of 
operating  chairs,  and  presided  over  by  competent,  experienced  demonstrators. 


BOARD  RATES 

The  College  takes  special  pains  to  secure  board  at  agreeable  and  con- 
venient places  and  at  reasonable  rates. 

INSTRUMENTS,  ENGINES,  ETC. 

We  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  with  six  dental  supply  houses  located 
in  Atlanta,  the  student  may  buy  his  outfit  to  advantage,  having  opportunity  to 
make  selection  from  the  several  stocks.

THE  MUSEUM 

The  contributions  made  to  the  Colleges  for  the  Museum  through  the  past 
twelve  or  fifteen  years  comprise  an  interesting  feature  of  the  School. 

On  the  first  floor — in  a  large,  well-lighted  room,  fitted  with  cabinet  work 
especially  adapted  to  displaying  the  various  interesting  specimens — may  be 
found  much  that  is  interesting,  instructive,  and  educational  to  the  student  of 
Dentistry. 

Anomalies  and  curiosities  in  natural  teeth  and  anatomical  specimens 
are  classified  and  arranged  so  that  they  may  be  seen  and  studied.  Primitive 
dental  instruments  and  devices,  showing  the  beginning  of  important  forms  of 
instruments  and  the  evolution  into  present  forms,  are  shown.  Crowns,  bridges 
and  suction  dentures,  clasp,  and  other  forms  of  plates  are  to  be  seen — labelled 
and  displayed. 
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In  the  Museum  the  graduating  specimen  work  of  each  student  who  goes 
from  the  College  is  preserved,  labelled,  and  displayed  for  future  inspection. 

In  this  room  are  collected  and  preserved  perpetually  class  pictures  of  the 
students  who  graduate;  in  this  way  a  complete  and  interesting  collection  of 
the  Alumni  of  the  School  is  kept. 

The  College  will  appreciate  any  specimens  and  models  sent  in  and  the 
donors  will  be  duly  acknowledged. 

GENERAL  INFORMATION 

Students,  on  arriving  in  the  city,  will  leave  their  baggage  at  the  depot 
and  report  at  once  to  the  Dean's  office  in  the  College  Building,  100  Butler 
Street,  where  they  will  be  assisted  in  securing  a  desirable  boarding  place. 

ADMISSION 

A  candidate  may  be  admitted  to  this  School  without  examination  upon 
presenting  a  diploma  from  a  college  or  high  school,  provided  the  possessor 
has  credits  of  fifteen  units  or  a  certificate  showing  that  the  possessor  is  entitled 
to  fifteen  units  of  high  school  credits. 

Credit  will  be  given  for  any  high  school  subject.  Prospective  students 
are  urged  to  write  for  detailed  information  and  to  submit  their  credits. 

Ten  calendar  days'  grace  will  be  permitted  students  within  which  to  enter 
after  commencement  of  session. 

Students  who  have  completed  at  least  one  full  year  in  a  dental  school  not 
a  member  of  the  Association  of  Colleges,  write  for  rule  governing  same. 

The  minimum  time  for  dental  teaching  required  by  the  College  Associa- 
tion to  qualify  students  for  examination  for  graduation  shall  be  thirty-two 
weeks  of  six  days  each,  in  each  of  four  separate  academic  years. 

The  above  four-year  rule  was  adopted  by  the  National  Association  of 
Dental  Faculties  at  its  last  meeting  held  in  Ann  Arbor,  Michigan,  January, 
1915. 

CANDIDATES  FOR  THE  DEGREE 

The  candidate  before  examination  for  the  degree  must  be  twenty-one 
years  of  age;  must  possess  an  acceptable  moral  character,  including  good  de- 
portment while  a  student ;  must  have  attended  four  full  courses  of  not  less  than 
thirty-two  teaching  weeks  each,  in  separate  academic  years,  the  last  of  which 
must  have  been  in  this  College. 
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Must  be  governed  by  the  rules  and  regulations  concerning  students  of 
this  College,  now  in  force  or  hereafter  adopted  by  the  National  Association  of 
Dental  Faculties. 

Must  have  deposited  in  the  College  Museum  a  creditable  specimen  of 
prosthesis,  made  in  the  College  Laboratory. 

Must  have  performed  in  a  satisfactory  manner  such  operations  in  the 
College  Infirmary  as  have  been  required  of  him. 

Must  have  satisfied  all  laboratory  requirements. 

Must  have  passed  satisfactorily  examinations  in  all  branches. 

Must  have  paid  all  indebtedness  to  the  College  and  in  no  way  have  vio- 
lated any  of  its  rules. 

Students  failing  in  their  final  examination  are  required  to  put  in  one 
full  year  or  regular  course  of  study  before  coming  up  for  examination  a  sec- 
ond time.

Tuition  fees  are  due  in  advance ;  but  such  as  prefer  to  divide  the  amount 
into  two  payments  may  pay  $100  on  entering  and  $80  on  January  1st — 10th 
following. 

Seats  in  lecture  hall,  laboratory,  and  infirmary  are  assigned  according  to 
matriculation,  hence  the  advisability  of  forwarding  the  matriculation  fee  of 
five  dollars  as  soon  as  possible. 

Students  are  not  granted  advanced  standing  or  issued  certificates  of  ad- 
vancement until  all  fees  are  paid  in  full. 

Tuition  fees  are  not  returnable  to  students  except  in  the  discretion  and 
by  agreement  of  the  Faculty. 

The  final  examination  fee  is  not  returnable  to  students  who  fail  in  this 
examination. 

The  above  fee  of  $10.00  is  returnable  to  any  student  who  fails  to  pass 
final  examination. 
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TAe  /ee  /or  final  examinations  is  paid  each  time  the  candidate  presents 
himself  as  a  candidate  for  final  examination  for  graduation. 

Final  fees  must  be  paid  on  or  before  the  first  of  April  each  year. 

All  damages  by  students  to  fixtures  or  furnishings  belonging  to  the  Col- 
lege must  be  made  good  by  those  thus  in  fault  before  credit  will  be  allowed. 

Each  graduating  student  receives  twenty-five  Commencement  invitations 
free. 

The  average  annual  expense  of  each  student  amounts  to  about  five  to 
six  hundred  dollars.

ELECTRIC  PROJECTING  LANTERN 

We  use  an  Electric  Projecting  Lantern  and  Reflectoscope  of  the  latest  and 
most  improved  design,  with  microscope  attachment  to  illustrate  the  various 
characters  of  pathological  conditions  of  the  oral  cavity.  By  this  method  of 
throwing  upon  the  canvas  an  exact  photograph  (highly  magnified)  of  the  tis- 
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sues  and  diseases  under  discussion,  the  student  is  enabled  at  once  to  grasp 
the  thought,  and,  when  coming  in  contact  with  the  disease  in  after  practice, 
diagnosis  is  very  much  simplified. 

Thoughts  which  can  be  transmitted  through  the  vision,  as  well  as  by 
hearing,  are  far  more  impressive  than  by  hearing  alone. 

PRIVATE  LOCKERS 

Private  Lockers  in  which  the  student  can  insure  the  safety  of  his  instru- 
ments, books,  etc.,  are  in  the  infirmary. 

LECTURE  HALLS 

The  Lecture  Halls  are  well  lighted  and  capable  of  seating  several  hun- 
dred students. 

Special  attention  is  given  to  heating  and  ventilation  of  our  building  and 
hygienic  care  of  our  Lecture  Halls. 

HISTOLOGICAL,  PATHOLOGICAL,  AND 
BACTERIOLOGICAL  LABORATORY 

The  Histological,  Pathological,  and  Bacteriological  Laboratory  is  in  charge 
of  the  professor  of  Practical  Histology,  Pathology  and  Bacteriology,  and  is 
completely  equipped  with  the  latest  improved  incubators,  sterilizers,  micro- 
scopes, etc. ;  and  the  students  are  afforded  every  opportunity  of  staining  and 
mounting  Histological  and  Pathological  specimens,  also  of  making  bacteriolog- 
ical investigations  from  a  practical  standpoint,  giving  them  a  clear  understand- 
ing of  the  changes  which  take  place  under  conditions  of  disease  as  compared 
with  health. 

We  encourage  the  taking  of  specimens  from  all  doubtful  and  suspicious 
conditions  and  having  cultures  and  vaccines  made,  thereby  putting  our  knowl- 
edge of  Bacteriology  into  every  day  practice  in  order  to  better  serve  mankind. 

X-RAY 

During  the  sessions  the  use  of  the  X-Ray  in  the  mouth  will  be  demon- 
strated, photographing  the  roots  of  teeth,  locating  unerupted  and  cases  of  de- 
layed eruption,  and  many  abnormal  conditions  and  malposed  teeth. 
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By  the  improved  methods  of  doing  this  work  a  great  deal  of  useful  infor- 
mation may  be  had,  whereby  the  successful  diagnosing  of  otherwise  difficult 
cases  could  not  be  done. 

CHEMICAL  LABORATORY 

The  class  will  be  divided  into  sections  for  this  work,  and  will  receive 
special  instruction  in  chemical  experiments,  and  also  in  the  manufacture  and 
use  of  such  substances  as  pertain  to  the  dental  profession.  The  methods  of 
making  the  various  anesthetics,  such  as  nitrous  oxide  gas,  ether,  cocaine,  novo- 
caine,  etc.,  will  be  demonstrated.  In  this  laboratory  both  normal  and  patholog- 
ical urine  will  be  studied  as  to  their  constituents.  Other  work  will  be  carried 
on  at  various  times,  mainly  following  the  didactic  lectures  that  are  given  in 
chemistry. 

PHYSIOLOGICAL  AND  PHARMACOLOGICAL 

LABORATORY 

This  work  will  be  done  this  year  with  a  review  of  those  parts  of  physiol- 
ogy essential  to  the  dental  student. 

There  will  also  be  experiments  showing  to  the  student  the  normal  action 
of  heart,  muscles,  nerves,  etc.,  recording  their  response  to  the  various  stim- 
uli, and  records  of  such  response  will  be  examined  at  intervals  by  the  instruc- 
tor. 

CLINICAL  LABORATORY 

The  Senior  Class  will  receive  a  special  course  of  clinical  instruction 
throughout  the  year.  Small  groups  of  students  will  be  given  daily  work  by 
an  instructor,  who  will  show  them  the  many  ways  of  obtaining  specimens, 
methods  of  examining  them,  etc.  This  includes  such  work  as  making  blood 
counts,  saliva  analysis,  smears,  staining  and  identifying  the  different  forms  of 
bacteria.  These  specimens  are  obtained  from  the  patients  who  present  them- 
selves to  the  clinic  for  treatment,  thus  familiarizing  the  student  in  a  practical 
manner  with  the  various  forms  of  bacteria  and  other  organisms  found  in  the 
mouth.
